The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are tabled in the spring and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing 
Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and I of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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Section I: Message from the Administrator of the Federal Court 


In planning for the years ahead, “serving Canadians” has been our key concern. The 
structural reforms mentioned as possibilities in previous Reports on Plans and Priorities are 
expected to be realized in 2002-03. Bills consolidating administrative services of the Federal 
Court of Canada and the Tax Court of Canada, and changing the responsibilities and 
composition of the court, are nearing enactment as this report goes to press. In anticipation 
of these reforms, we are continuing preparations to consolidate operations and facilities with 
our colleagues in the Tax Court of Canada, particularly in major centres. 


These bills will produce significant changes in our organization, responsibilities and processes. 
We will revise service standards and take other steps as part of the government-wide service 
improvement initiative once these changes are realized. 


Responding to Canadians’ increased concerns for security, recently approved anti-terrorism 
legislation has given rise to a significant increase in the number of judges for our court. We 
intend to renew the priority given to our role in emergency preparedness, business resumption 
planning and continuity of government services. We urgently need new means of attracting 
and retaining effective judicial and quasi-judicial support personnel required by the court in 
the long term. 


The handling of existing and emerging major cases, and the expected increase in immigration 
and refugee activities will continue to pressure our resource base. The court is also 
considering the adoption of new rules governing class action cases, which may result in 
changes to the Registry’s judicial support procedures. 


Better “serving Canadians” by increasing our use of technology, we are participating in 
Government-on-Line initiatives; we are enhancing access to the court by developing internet- 
based services, and other technological aids, such as electronic filing. 


These numerous priorities have serious training and development implications for the 


operational staff of the court. Initiatives in Modern Comptrollership and Financial 
Information Strategy raise similar needs among our management group. 


Section I: Message 
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There has been some progress in meeting our need for a dedicated single-purpose building 
in the National Capital Region, mentioned in previous issues. During the last fiscal year, 
Registries of the Federal Court of Canada and the Tax Court of Canada, aided by staff and 
consultants of Public Works Canada, completed a study to ensure that the Tax Court of 
Canada could be accommodated within the approved design and envelope. This cooperative 
effort will continue in 2002-2003. 


Moving forward on all these fronts, the years ahead should indeed be interesting times.

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3.2 Plans and Priorities 


The Registry’s operations provide administrative support services necessary to a superior 
court of record. These services enable the judges, as well as quasi-judicial boards, 
commissions and tribunals, to deposit their judgments and orders in accordance with enabling 
legislation. Emergency Measures Canada has designated the Registry as an “essential 
service’, one of anetwork of organizations required for the continuity of national government 
in times of crisis. 


With a single business line known as Registry Services, the Registry is committed to the 
strategic outcome defined as 


“management of access to the Federal Court of Canada for the 
fair resolution of disputes under more than 90 statutes.” 


Program activities and resources are streamed into two service lines: Operations and 
Corporate Services. The Operations Service Line contributes to the achievement of the 
program objective through delivery of a variety of services to litigants, their counsel and the 
Judges of the Court. The Corporate Services Service Line contributes to the achievement of 
the program objective through the delivery of internal support services to the management 
and staff of the Registry. 


During the late 1990's, the Registry made the transition to a case management environment. 
With the advent of new Rules of the Federal Court and the changeover to case management, 
performance indicators traditionally cited in the Report on Plans and Priorities became 
irrelevant. Case management required the adoption of entirely new procedures and processes 
which would not have been visible if the traditional indicators were maintained; for example, 
pre-trial conferences, dispute resolution conferences and case management conferences, all 
of which have a bearing on the number of dispositions and the time required to complete 
cases. Asa Statistical database 1s developed to reflect the new environment, new indicators 
will be introduced in subsequent Performance Reports. 


Standards established in the Federal Court Rules, 1998 are consistent with targeted time 
standards for superior trial and appeal courts endorsed by the Canadian Judicial Council as 
measures of the pace of litigation. We will also measure performance in terms of overall 
volume of litigation, and changes in the inventory of proceedings pending. 


Registry of the Federal Court of Canada 
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In general, the Court and the Registry expect growth in the workload to keep pace with the 
trends experienced in the late 1990's. We have no realistic means of forecasting its extent, 
given the nature of our business; our workload is entirely at the discretion of the court, so far 
as existing cases are concerned, or the people of Canada, in relation to new cases being 


brought to the court. 


As noted in the Message from the Administrator, above, there are numerous issues expected 
to affect the program in fiscal year 2002-2003. These follow several general themes:

Bill C-36, which came into force December 24, 2001, resulted in an increase in the 
complement of judges authorized for appointment. The complement of judges has increased 
as follows: Court of Appeal - 2 judges; Trial Division - 13 judges. As of the writing of this 
report, appointments have not been made. 


Currently, the Court of Appeal consists of the Chief Justice and 10 judges; the Trial Division 
consists of the Associate Chief Justice, 19 judges and 5 prothonotaries appointed by the 
Governor-in-Council. As of the writing of this report, in addition to the complement of full- 
time judges, 9 judges of the Federal Court have elected supernumerary status, and several 
retired federally-appointed judges have been invited to act as deputy judges of the Court. 


The Registry of the Federal Court of Canada plans to carry out its mandate in 2002-2003 
with an operating budget of $35,009,000 (excluding $4,608,000 for Employee Benefit Plans) 
and 531 for Full-Time Equivalents (FTEs). The organizational structure and estimated 
resource allocation are summarized in Figure 1, below.

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Reporting to the Administrator as an interim measure, pending the outcome of proposed 
changes affecting the Registry, there are two Deputy Administrators in the organization: 
one responsible for principal office operations, including Trial Division, Appeal Division, the 
Court Martial Appeal Court of Canada, designated proceedings, security services and 
financial services, and one assigned to direct the human resources function. 


Appeal Division processes appeals and applications for judicial review, and assists the Court 
of Appeal in all proceedings and hearings. The unit produces reports, case and appeal books 
as required by the Rules of the Court. 


Trial Division processes legal documents in the jurisdictional areas of Admiralty, Access to 
Information and Privacy, Crown, Immigration, Intellectual Property and Tax. Division staff 
support the Court in all proceedings and hearings 


In its Regional Operations complementing the Principal Office in Ottawa, the Registry 
operates the following sixteen local offices where a party to any proceeding may file 
documents, request the issuance of writs or otherwise do business with the Court in either 
official language:

If the workload does increase, the Committee has several measures in 
mind to avoid delays, including the hiring of additional staff and enhanced case 
management. 


After three years as Acting Chair, I undertook a five-year mandate as Chair of the ERC in 
July 2001. It is quite a privilege for me to be able to work with the members of an 
organization as well regarded as the RCMP. At a time when we are all more aware than 
ever of the importance of giving police forces the tools they need to safeguard our 
security and freedom, I will continue working to ensure that respect and equity remain the 
touchstones of labour relations within the RCMP.

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Raison d’étre 


The RCMP External Review Committee aims to promote fair and equitable labour 
relations within the RCMP, in accordance with applicable principles of law. To this end 
the Committee conducts an independent review of disciplinary appeals as well as certain 
grievances, in accordance with the RCMP Act. 
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Strategic Outcome 1: Ensure an impartial review of cases : $748,000 


As an independent agency, the Committee reviews appeals of serious disciplinary 
measures, discharges and demotions, as well as certain types of grievances submitted by 
RCMP members. This is the Committee’s main activity, to which it devotes almost all of 
its resources. 


Over the past year, there have been few changes in the Committee’s work. However the 
RCMP is now considering procedural changes with regard to conflict resolution and 
submission of grievances, and this may affect the Committee’s workload. As a result, 
discussions are being planned between RCMP staff and Committee staff to enable both to 
see how these changes might affect existing administrative practices. 


Implementation of a modern comptroller function will be a Committee priority over the 
coming year. This should make it possible to achieve the government’s objectives 
regarding sound management of resources and decision-making processes. The 
Committee has decided to work with two other small independent agencies operating in 
comparable fields of work, so as to benefit from shared experience and achieve cost 
savings. 


With regard to the time it takes to process cases, the Committee is managing to achieve 
its objectives of finalizing 60% of grievances within 3 months and 60% of disciplinary 
and discharge cases within 6 months. The Committee intends to pursue its efforts to 
process all cases as quickly as possible. Also planned is an early review of all incoming 
cases to ensure all documentation is available and determine if the Committee has 
jurisdiction on the case. This should make the management of case more effective and 
contribute to avoiding backlogs. 
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Strategic Outcome 2; Promote exchanges of information: $84,000 


The graphic design of the Committee’s quarterly publication Communiqué has been 
changed to make it easier to read. In 2002-2003, Communiqué will continue to be an 
essential information-sharing tool. It summarizes the conclusions and recommendations 
in each case, as well as the RCMP Commissioner’s decisions and, where applicable, any 
decisions of the Federal Court. The Communique also contains articles written by 
Committee staff. Topics of articles for 2002-2003 will be identified on the basis of 
evolving issues in the field of labour relations. 


The Committee’s Internet site will be completely overhauled this year. The graphic 
design will be modernized to facilitate navigation, and new information of interest to the 
public and to the Committee’s partners will be added. For example, there will be more 
extensive links to other government sites that contain information on statutes, regulations 
and policies relevant to labour relations in the RCMP. 


The Committee will continue to meet with its partners to optimize exchange of 
information.

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The Report on Plans and Priorities 2002-2003 is organ— 
ized to provide key planning information in the context of 
our Strategic Agenda, for the next fiscal year anda2—3 
year horizon. Before presenting the detailed information 
by business line and strategic objective, we submit this 
foreword —a section that highlights both our direction for 
the future and the environmental factors influencing and 
driving our plans and priorities. 


RPP in Transition 


Last year, our Report on Plans and Priorities described 
the new Commissioner's goal for the organization as he 
began his “watch” (September 2000). He challenged the 
RCMP to become an organization of excellence, and 
described our Strategic Framework for the first time — 
a roadmap for the journey to excellence. He heralded a 
change in focus for the Force from a tactical and reac- 
tive response to a strategically proactive one in policing 
and law enforcement. 


This year, the shift in context continues. We continue 
to use “strategy,” in the form of the Strategic Frame- 
work, as the lens through which we prioritize our 
activities. We have taken a significant first step in our 
migration to clear accountability through our Strategic 
Framework — a movement to strategic business 
planning based on strategic priorities at the corporate 
and business line levels. 


As we continue on our multi-year journey to organiza- 
tional excellence, we are now focussing on Performance 
Management. We want to ensure that, as we realize our 
Strategic Priorities/Objectives, our resources deliver 
value and are used in the best possible way. 


Next year’s report will complete our transition. It will 
be results-based using the Balanced Scorecard — 
our chosen “tool” for implementing the principles of 
Performance Management. 


While we are well on our way, from a managerial per- 
spective, we still have a significant obstacle in the form 
of our financial reporting. Our information systems are 
not yet fully capable of linking resources to strategic 
outcomes. We are still unable to rigorously account for 
the “value” of every budget dollar in terms of measurable 
program and service delivery results. Given the security 
concerns of Canadians following the events of Septem- 
ber 11, 2001, we always face the issue of whether

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there are adequate resources to deliver the full 
scope of the safety/security that Canadians 

expect. These are the key challenges to surmount in 
the near term. 


Further to the RCMP in transition, the new Commis- 
sioner also raised another challenge that is harder, at 
this point, to define in terms of plans and priorities. As 
well as an organizational and an operational goal, the 
new Commissioner presented a “vision” of a different 
police and law enforcement community in the future — a 
community that was pro-active and leveraged resources 
to address the root causes of criminal extremism and 
terrorism in the absence of jurisdictional boundaries. 


We have been progressively developing and evolving an 
“integrated policing” model — to focus consistent and 
sustained collaboration between all partners in the police 
and law enforcement community in Canada and abroad. 


The model we have been developing has 4 dimensions: 

¢ intelligence driven — shared intelligence at all levels of 
police/law enforcement agencies 

* common threat assessment — the same analytical 
tools applied to the similar work environments 

* common shared priorities — all agencies focus on the 
same strategic and tactical targets 

* common action — multiple agency follow through on 
agreed decisions — no one agency “owns” the full 
scope of activities 


Although the focus of this model has been the improve- 
ment of information/intelligence sharing and decision 
making at the 4 levels of policing in the RCMP -— local, 
regional, national and international — it can apply 
equally well to the crime and security “challenges” 
facing agencies and governments at all levels in a more 
global context. 


“Integrated Policing” can be a policing model for the 

21st century: 

¢ collection/analysis/dissemination of criminal intelli- 
gence and risk/threats analysis 

e the use of a state-of-the-art threat assessment tools 
to identify shared tactical priorities and common 
targets for investigations 


Telling the RCI 

e the strategic leveraging of resources — all law 
enforcement partners — all levels of policing for 
shared strategic priorities 

* coordinated investigative and enforcement activities in 
the global law enforcement community to respond to 
the increasing “internationalization” of crime 


As the impact and implication of working toward the 
realization of this “vision” becomes clear, this dimension 
of RCMP activities will increasingly be reflected in future 
planning, reporting and accountability documents. 


Performance Management — changing the 
way we tell our story 


Performance Management is the glue that binds our 
Strategic Framework - its strategic priorities and 
objectives. It means that we will manage the organiza- 
tion in a manner that ensures full management focus on 
optimal performance against our strategic agenda. It 
gives us the leverage to tell a “performance” or results 
story whether it is to Parliamentarians in our Departmen- 
tal Performance Report (DPR), or our communities in 
annual reports, or at conferences where we share best 
practices with international colleagues. 


For the RCMP the concepts of Performance Manage- 
ment also fully incorporate the principles of modern 
comptrollership. In 1999, the RCMP was one of 12 
federal government agencies to take part in a pilot study 
on modern comptrollership. In June of 2001, this pilot 
was expanded to embrace all federal agencies. Itis a 
critical element of the Treasury Board initiative, Results 
for Canadians — a continuum of Program Review and 
Getting Government Right focussed on four themes: 
citizen focus, public service values, managing for re- 
sults, responsible spending. 


Modern comptrollership is about ensuring that: 

* management decision-making has the benefit of 
rigorous, complete and integrated financial and non- 
financial, historic and prospective performance 
information appropriate advice, analysis and interpre- 
tation of this information;

Modern Comptrollership in the RCMP is a substantial 
broadening of the traditional comptrollership role and the 
integration of many aspects of that role into the func-

The RCMP continues to be strong in its commitment 
to the implementation of modern comptrollership — an 
integral part of the Management Strategies compo- 
nent of our Strategic Framework. 


Performance Management also allows us to deter- 
mine managerial accountability for achieving perform- 
ance results — to communicate strategic priorities 
across the organization, to structure strategic alignment 
across business units and regions, to instill clarity and 
transparency around the allocation of resources, and to 
report on these results. 
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The tool we have chosen to ensure that we are rigorous 
and disciplined in our planning and in assessing/report- 
ing on whether we have actually attained our objectives 
is the Balanced Scorecard. This methodology was 
chosen as most reflective of our values and purposes. It 
is the approach that will ensure we “manage through 
performance” — transparency, standards/measures, open 
evaluation, a capacity to learn quickly and to correct 
deficiencies when they become apparent. 


The balanced scorecard is our means of implementing 
and delivering the vision of an organization of excellence. 
Extensive training and consultation on the balanced 
scorecard have taken place over the course of the past 
year throughout the organization. It will become the 
basis on which we report our plans and priorities, as well 
as our performance. It will provide the medium for telling 
the RCMP story to a variety of audiences: central 
agencies, Parliamentarians, partners, and, most impor- 
tantly, to Canadians. 
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The Strategic Framework — the focus of 
the RCMP story 


The Strategic Framework — formulated in November 
2000 — continues to serve as the roadmap for our 
journey to the strategic goal of Safe Homes, Safe 
Communities for all Canadians, as well as our organiza- 
tional goal of becoming an organization of excellence. It 
comprises our: Strategic Priorities, Strategic Objectives 
(core functions), and Management Strategies. 


The framework provides a strategic focus for the organi- 
zation — every person can see themselves and the 
work they do reflected in it. It also provides a means of 
communicating a focus not just on management 
control but also on strategic learning — ensuring that 
the priorities and objectives in the framework have 
relevance and value to the work of the RCMP.

The Organizational Context 


The RCMP is Canada’s national police service and an 
agency of the Ministry of the Solicitor General of Canada. 


The RCMP mandate is based on the authority and 
responsibility assigned under section 18 of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police Act. The mandate of the 
RCMP in its simplest form is: 


To enforce laws, prevent crime and maintain peace, 
order and security. 


The RCMP is a unique policing body in the world with 
multi-tiered responsibilities in national, federal, provincial 
and municipal jurisdictions. Policing services are provided 
under contract to the three territories, eight provinces 
(Ontario and Quebec are excluded), many municipalities 
and numerous First Nations communities. 


The authority and accountability for executing the 
requirements of the RCMP Act rest with the Commis- 
sioner who reports to and is accountable to the Solicitor 
General of Canada. The Commissioner is supported by 
four regional deputy commissioners, and three deputy 
commissioners at National Headquarters — responsible 
for Operations, Strategic Direction and Corporate Man- 
agement and Modern Comptrollership — as well as an 
assistant commissioner responsible for National Police 
Services. The Commissioner also has a chief Informa- 
tion Officer, a Chief Human Resources Officer and an 
Ethics Advisor who report directly to him. 


In addition, there are 14 divisional commanding officers 
and acommanding officer Depot Division (the RCMP 
training facilities in Regina, Saskatchewan) and 10 
program directors at National Headquarters.

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The Business Context 


The RCMP has six business lines: Federal Policing 
Services, Contract Policing Services, Peacekeeping 
Services, Protective Policing, National Police Services 
and Corporate Infrastructure. They are defined below 
and detailed in the sections following. 


1. Federal Policing Services 


Federal Policing Services provide policing, law enforce- 
ment and investigative services to the federal govern- 
ment, its departments and agencies and to Canadians 
in all 13 provinces and territories. 


As the police service for Canada, Federal Policing 
represents the core mandate of the RCMP at the na- 
tional level. Federal policing services help ensure our 


collective objective of Safe Homes, Safe Communities at 


the local, provincial/territorial and national levels. 


We are dedicated to providing Canadians with quality 
federal services to ensure a prosperous and stable 
economy and to protecting Canadian society against 
terrorism and terrorism threats (e.g. bio-terrorism) and 
organized crime in areas that many Canadians seldom 
experience directly, such as corporate crimes, fraudulent 
telemarketing schemes, stock market fraud and 
“cyberspace” crimes. 


Federal policing is delivered through the community 
policing principles, which involve team work and partner- 
ship with the communities we serve.

2. Contract Policing Services 


The services provided by this Business Line result from 
policing agreements between the Federal Government 
and eight provinces, the three territories, over two 
hundred municipalities, sixty-five Aboriginal communi- 
ties and three airports. The agreements with the 
provinces, territories and municipalities are provided on 
a cost-sharing basis for twenty years and are in effect 
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until 2012. The agreements with Aboriginal communities 
are Community Tripartitie Agreements which involve the 
Federal and Provincial Governments. 


To help achieve our strategic goal of Safe Homes, Safe 
Communities, we provide quality service delivered 
through community policing. This means solving local 
crime problems in partnership with the communities we 
serve. It involves both reactive and proactive ways of 
solving and preventing local crime problems. 
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As a result, everything we do focusses on consulting 
with our clients and stakeholders, forming partner- 
ships with our communities and local agencies, 
empowering our front line, and mobilizing community 
and other resources to supplement our own resources. 
By listening to our clients and partners, the policing 
services we deliver under contract are better tailored to 
the needs and priorities of each community. By 
learning from pilot projects and best practices, we 
continuously improve the quality of the services we 
provide. These efforts are supplemented by a pool of 
over 75,000 volunteers across the country and by the 
fact that RCMP employees are an integral part of the 
social fabric in the communities they serve.

3. Peacekeeping Services 


On behalf of the Canadian Government, the RCMP 
manages the participation of Canadian police 
personnel in civilian police peacekeeping missions and 
other international peace support operations. 


Decisions to deploy Canadian law enforcement 
personnel to assist countries experiencing internal 
conflict are made by Cabinet Ministers responsible for 
departments involved in peacekeeping under the 
Canadian Police Arrangement: DFAIT, CIDA, and the 
Solicitor General of Canada, pursuant to the 
Government’s foreign policy on peacekeeping which 
routinely falls under a UN or an Organization for 
Security and Cooperation in Europe (OSCE) mandate.

4. Protective Policing Services 


No single statute or other legislation covers the 
RCMP’s Protective Policing activities. The RCMP 
bases its responsibilities on various authorities 
regarding its protective mandate. 


The objective of this business line is to safeguard 
Canadian and foreign dignitaries and their official 
residences, as well as visiting Internationally Pro- 
tected Persons, by delivering timely service through 
the most qualified and highly trained members and 
cutting-edge technology. 


Certain challenges exist in delivering protective 
services. Owing to its very nature, Protective Polic- 
ing is largely reactive — the unpredictability of Cana- 
dian dignitaries trips within and outside Canada, 
foreign dignitaries visit to Canada, major events 
hosted by Canada and events occurring on the 
international scene that have repercussions in 
Canada. Protective Policing activities are highly 
sensitive, with minimal room for error, given the 
exposure to terrorism and organized crime, as well 
as to the emerging trend of civil disobedience.

5. National Police Services 


Administered by the RCMP, National Police Services 
(NPS) provides support services to the broader criminal 
justice community and is the backbone for Canada’s 
500 or more law enforcement agencies. The programs 
delivered by NPS contribute significantly to govern- 
ment-wide priorities, especially that of Building Safer 
Communities. They are aligned with the Solicitor 
General of Canada’s priorities for public safety, particu- 
larly the strategy to combat organized crime. Approxi- 
mately 70% of the NPS business line service delivery 
is external to the RCMP. 
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Information and Identification Services contributes through 
a national information exchange system with Canadian 
law enforcement agencies on matters such as: 


criminal records 
fingerprints 

forensic imaging, and 
missing children 
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The facilities and systems of Criminal Intelligence Service 
Canada (CISC) enhance the sharing of criminal intelli- 
gence and the promotion of inter-agency cooperation. 
The Canadian Police College (CPC) provides special- 
ized education and training to Canadian and foreign law 
enforcement agencies. 


The Forensic Laboratory Services conduct scientific 
analyses of evidence from crime scenes, present forensic 
evidence in courts; and research and develop new and 
advanced forensic methods, such as DNA analysis.

This monitoring 
helps to anticipate challenges and opportunities and 
enables the change and adaptation required to operate 
effectively in a continually evolving environment.

September 11, 2001 

September 11 witnessed the hijacking of four American 
passenger jets and their subsequent crashes into the 
World Trade Centre towers in New York City, the 
Pentagon in Washington and a field in Pennsylvania. 
These terrorist acts, attributed to Osama bin Laden 
and the al Qaeda network, rocked the globe and 
brought global terrorism to the forefront of the interna- 
tional stage. It has forever changed the way we see 
the world, particularly regions like North America, 
traditionally perceived as relatively safe from terror- 
ism. Ithas also necessitated new perspectives on 
policing/law enforcement. 


The Face of New Global Terrorism 

September 11 helped raise our awareness of contem- 

porary terrorist threats: 

* operating on international foundations that have 
been expanding since the early 1970s 

¢ highly committed, with capacities and philosophies 
(e.g. Suicide missions) that we are only beginning to 
comprehend 

¢ deeply connected to organized crime 

¢ bound by extremist religious and political interpretations 

e facilitated by certain aspects of globalization, 
which have enabled the expansion of their 
influence and impact 


The New World Order 


A need for new and more effective international 
partnerships and institutions was understood prior to 
September 11, but the terrorist attacks helped to 
underscore the necessity of global collaboration (e.g. 
integrated policing). There is an emerging understand- 
ing of the shift in focus from superpower agendas to 
those of security and humanitarianism, and the sense 
that all nations have roles and responsibilities to 
these ends. Global partners will be expected to do 
their part to eliminate terrorist threats domestically 
and, in some cases, globally. 
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Emerging security agendas 

One of the most immediate and tangible responses to 
September 11 was the formation of an international anti- 
terrorism coalition. Initially understood to be a short term 
collaboration centered around the military response to 
September 11, the coalition is now taking on a longer 
term agenda of responding to terrorism through multidi- 
mensional (e.g. diplomatic, military, intelligence, law 
enforcement, humanitarian and financial) means. 


New security concepts are also emerging around 
North American “borders”. The need to strengthen 
security while maintaining sovereignty, and to facili- 
tate expanding economic integration is driving these 
new constructs. The threat of terrorism is likely to 
have a significant impact on international migration — 
many governments will implement stricter border 
controls, there will be increased scrutiny of travelers, 
and the overall flow of refugees and migrants could be 
slowed. There is to be enhanced collaboration be- 
tween Canada and the United States on these is- 
sues, as signified by the December 2001 signing of 
the Joint Statement of Cooperation on Border Secu- 
rity and Regional Migration Issues. 


Integrated Policing 

Significant challenges are facing the international 
policing, intelligence and security communities. Cur— 
rently, there exists a mix of approaches, key determi— 
nants of which include the historical development of 
police and intelligence organizations within diverse 
constitutional contexts, their national, legal and govern- 
ance frameworks and their international position. This 
mix creates challenges for horizontal coordination and 
impediments to “big picture”, integrated approaches. 


New thinking and leadership is required to break down 
silos and foster flexible and collaborative networks. 
This also implies the need for a strategic, coordinated 
focus across the global security community — the 
comprehensiveness of this collaboration will drive 
success and is critical to creating an effective interna- 
tional policing/intelligence alliance. 


The RCMP has embarked on a multi-phased response 
to this new security environment, ranging from the 
more immediate responses that followed September 11 
— tactical and security needs — to the requirements of 
the medium and long term horizons — including en- 
hancing and integrating, with our partners, “intelligence 
alliances” and enforcement capacities. This includes 
enhanced collaboration with the United States, as 
signaled by the December 2001 signing of joint agree- 
ment between the RCMP and the FBI to improve 
sharing data, equipment and information. 
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Broad Policy Trends 

Despite the magnitude of the events of September 11, 
other important developments and trends continue to 
evolve around the world, that are still very important as 
the backdrop to strategic policing/law enforcement. 
These include: 


Global 


Demographics — burgeoning populations 

¢ world’s population still rapidly increasing — currently 
at 6.1B — expected to reach 9.3B by 2050 — 8.2B of 
which will be concentrated in less developed regions 


Society — growing inequality/ideological divides 

¢ richest pulling away, while poorest falling away from 
median — compounding zones of peace and turmoil 

¢ polarization — North/South — globalists/anti- 
globalists — push-pull migration 

e Aboriginal communities — tools of globalization 
could enable global indigenous populations to 
mobilize and work for common outcomes 

¢ hope in the wake of tragedy — the events following 
September 11 demonstrated a strong underlying 
social capital in the world — test will be if it lasts 


Economy 

¢ trade and expanding globalization must now be 
considered in context of global recession 

¢ North American pull — US economic downturn 
likely to stimulate a first global recession since 
1990, particularly because of the synchronization 
of world economies 

e¢ January 1, 2002 marked the formal introduction of 
the Euro — analysts will closely monitor signals of 
potential future shifts in global economic dominance 


Politics and Governance 

¢ new areas of growing global political influence and 
leverage, emerging powers — China and India — likely 
to play significant role in new international land- 
scape 


The Environment 

¢ continued erosion of global environmental and 
human health 

¢ clean water/air — quality of life issues linking devel-

* water scarcity is another manifestation of the north/ 
south or developed world/developing world disparity 

* climate change continues to be one of the most

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¢ Bonn 2001- success in crafting a compromise deal 
to press forward with the Kyoto pact to cut green- 
house gases — leaves the United States as the only

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Key Policy Challenges 

September 11 brought to light how vulnerable North 

America is to global terrorist threats and revealed the 

“dark side” of globalization. It has underscored the 

value of international partnerships and collaboration 

and has set in motion a new approach to the way we 

view and govern the world. Within this context, a 

number of key policy challenges emerge, including: 

e the requirement for effective response to security 
threats, real and perceived 

¢ defining the role of government in the post- 
September 11 environment 

e resolving conflicting pressures of harmonization 
and protectionism 

e recognition of the links between security and 
trade agendas 

e significantly increased complexity of policy making 

e determining Canada’s position and contribution to 
the emerging New World Order 


This then is the scope of our “RPP in Transition” and 
the context in which we are doing planning. The RCMP 
is an organization pursuing a new vision — an organiza- 
tion focussed on strategic goals and priorities, and 
working to improve our capacity to not only be fiscally 
responsible but to become a strategic learning and 
adapting entity. 


The sections following highlight our transition as we try to 


define our plans and priorities against strategic out- 
comes.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are tabled in the spring and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing 
Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf-of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

Chair’s Message 


Chair of the Security Intelligence Review Committee 
The Honourable Paule Gauthier, P.C., O.C., O.Q., Q.C. 


The Security Intelligence Review Committee (SIRC) is a unique agency within the 
Government of Canada, whose work consists of reviewing and monitoring the 
actions of the Canadian Security Intelligence Service (CSIS). Parliament has given 
CSIS extraordinary powers to intrude on the privacy of suspected terrorists or spies. 


SIRC’s Members are selected in a consultative, non-partisan manner and then 
given extraordinary powers of inquiry into the activities of CSIS. While federal 
legislation prevents us from passing on to the general public a great deal of what 
we learn through our inquiries, public trust and confidence in our efforts are the 
basis of the Committee’s work. 


These somewhat unusual characteristics stem directly from the responsibility that 
Parliament has given the Committee: to watch over Canada’s security intelligence 
service as it carries out its mandated tasks of protecting the national security of 
Canada and the safety of Canadians. 


In this new century, and in response to the terrorist attacks on the United States, we 
recognize that the effectiveness of CSIS is ever more essential to assuring 
Canadians’ wellbeing, and protecting the nation from very real and dangerous 
threats. The threats have undoubtedly changed: they have become more complex, 
more numerous and more difficult to identify. At the same time, because 
organizations like CSIS possess extraordinary intrusive powers, they must be held 
accountable if the integrity of Canada’s democratic process is to be maintained, and 
is to be seen to be maintained. 


In the post September 11" world, the public is very concerned about the need to 
ensure Canada’s security and safety. The public is equally concerned that CSIS 
carry out its mandate with respect for individual rights and the rule of law. Ensuring 
that balance is the essence of SIRC’s mandate. The public must be confident that 
the activities engaged in by intelligence agencies to protect the security of Canada 
are conducted within the law and are appropriate. SIRC’s role has become even 
more essential, even more relevant to today’s world, and more critical to the public’s 
peace of mind. In all of our activities, we strive to balance the need to protect 
individual rights with the state’s obligation to protect against threats to Canada and 
Canadians. 
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A constant feature of our activities is the need to maintain our arms-length distance 
from CSIS in order to retain our objectivity. Our vigilance and, where required, our 
constructive criticism, can and has produced tension between the two organizations. 
We believe that this tension ultimately benefits Canadians. 


Recent Canadian history shows that a security service without effective external 
review will neither gain nor keep the confidence of the public. The other Members 
of the Committee and | are confident of SIRC’s ability to carry out this vital work, 
now and in the years to come. 


In the next few years, SIRC will focus on responding to the challenges created by 
the evolving international security environment. 


The role of the security and intelligence agencies in the West has evolved from 
countering the threat from the former Warsaw Pact, to coping with a wide range of 
threats - both old and new, some shockingly recent. The redirection of resources 
in CSIS to meet these threats has also had an impact on our priorities and 
resources. In our view, one of our most important roles is to monitor whether CSIS 
has the means to assess and advise government on emerging threats. 


These new challenges will create new resource demands for SIRC. Members and 
staff alike remain committed to improving the Committee’s ability to meet the needs 
of its constituency in current and future years.

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Section Il: Raison d’étre 
Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The Committee derives its powers from the Canadian Security Intelligence Service 
Act promulgated on July 16, 1984. The first Chair and Members were appointed by 
His Excellency the Governor General on November 30, 1984. 


The Security Intelligence Review Committee (SIRC) fulfills two different and distinct 
functions in carrying out its mandate: to provide external review of the Canadian 
Security Intelligence Service (CSIS); and to examine complaints by individuals or 
reports from Ministers concerning security clearances, immigration, citizenship, and 
other matters involving CSIS investigations. 


SIRC is empowered to set its own Rules of Procedure, and to employ an executive 
director and adequate staff to support its activities. The Act requires the Committee 
to report annually to the Solicitor General of Canada who must, in turn, table the 
report in each House of Parliament on any of the first fifteen days on which that 
House is sitting after the day the Minister receives it. SIRC may also require CSIS 
or the Inspector General appointed under the CS/S Act to conduct a review of 
specific activities of the Service and provide the Committee with a report of the 
review. 


External Review of CSIS ---- To protect the rights and freedoms of Canadians, 
SIRC has been given the power to review CSIS’ activities and performance so as 
to ensure that the Service’s powers are used legally and appropriately. With the 
exception of Cabinet confidences, SIRC has the absolute authority to examine all 
information concerning CSIS’ activities, no matter how highly classified that 
information may be. 


SIRC reviews CSIS activities, and reports to Parliament on whether the Service is 
acting within the limits of the law and is effectively protecting the security of 
Canadians. As part of its regular review functions, each year the Committee 
examines special areas of interest. Thus, over the years it has reviewed CSIS 
investigations in such areas as counter-terrorism, transnational criminal activity, 
economic security, proliferation of weapons of mass destruction, and campus 
operations. These major special reviews allow the Committee to provide in-depth 
findings on areas of potential concern. 


Investigation of Complaints and Ministers’ Reports --- SIRC’s second role is to 
investigate complaints. Five areas fall within the Committee’s purview: 


1) As provided in the CS/S Act, the Committee investigates complaints "with 
respect to any act or thing done by the Service." 
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2) 


The Committee also is empowered to investigate complaints about denials 
of security clearances to federal government employees and contractors. 


The Committee investigates reports made by Government Ministers about 
persons in relation to citizenship and immigration, certain human rights 
matters and organized crime. 


The Canadian Human Rights Commission may refer a matter to SIRC for 
investigation if the complaint relates to the security of Canada. 


Under s.15 of the newly promulgated Security of Information Act, SIRC now 
has new responsibilities in relation to the disclosure of special operational 
information in the public interest. 


Complaints cases involve people's fundamental rights. Denials of security 
clearances affect employment and future career prospects. Citizenship or 
immigration actions can lead to removal from Canada. The Committee must thus 
ensure that individuals so affected are provided with as much information as 
possible within the limits of national security requirements. The Committee must 
also ensure that, to the extent possible, every complainant has an opportunity to be 
heard, to present his or her witnesses, and to make his or her case. 
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Section Ill. Strategic Outcome 


To provide, on behalf of the Canadian people, external review of the Canadian 
Security Intelligence Service’s performance of its duties and functions; and to 
examine complaints by individuals or reports by Ministers related to security 
clearances and the national security of Canada. 


Major Changes From Previous Plans and Priorities 


Evolution of the International Security Environment --- Governments worldwide 
have passed new and comprehensive legislation in an effort to come to grips with 
the evolving terrorist threat in response to the tragic and shocking events of 
September 11, 2001. In Canada, the passage of Bill C-36 in the fall of 2001 
marked a milestone in Canadian security legislation with, among other elements, 
its provisions to identify and publish lists of individuals and organizations assessed 
as proponents or supporters of terrorism. 


The world’s security environment has grown dramatically more complex since the 
Cold War ended. In addition to continuing threats, such as espionage by foreign 
intelligence services, we now face the appearance of nationalist and religious 
extremism, which has proven to be much less predictable, as the tragic events of 
September 11,2001 bear out. This new environment will create new challenges for 
SIRC, in both its complaints and external review activities, as outlined below in this 
report. 


Expectations of Clients --- The Committee's two key clients, the general public and 
Parliament, expect SIRC to provide a comprehensive, annual assessment of CSIS’s 
use of its powers. The review provides a form of “report card” to Parliament and the 
public which can be used to measure CSIS’ performance. It must be designed so 
as to preserve the Service’s capacity to protect national security while at the same 
time maintaining public confidence that the system is functioning as it should. 
These clients also expect the Committee to respond to controversial issues in a 
timely fashion. 


SIRC anticipates increased expectations of responsiveness from the two new 
Parliamentary committees on national security - the Justice Sub-committee on 
National Security and the Standing Senate Committee on National Security and 
Defence - as well as the Ad Hoc Committee of Ministers on Public Security and 
Antiterrorism. We also expect increased interest in our work from the media, 
academics and the general public. 
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Personnel Matters — In order to address its new challenges, SIRC continues to 
undergo personnel changes at the senior management and staff levels. As a small 
organization with a significant mandate, the Committee relies on a staff complement 
that is highly skilled and motivated. SIRC is in the process of recruiting persons 
whose experience and growth potential will assist the Committee Members with the 
challenges that the review body will encounter in the next decade. 


In an organization such as SIRC, it is critical to attract and develop talented people 
to conduct both the complaints and research functions. To support the effort to 
recruit and to retain the necessary staff, we intend to institute a professional 
development program combining specific skills training and other learning and 
development opportunities. 


Review Committee Adjustment to Continued Government Restraint -- For 
fifteen years the Committee has managed its activities within the resource levels 
established in 1985. The Committee’s budget has included very little discretionary 
spending since its greatest expense is for personnel salaries and benefits. 
However, in recent years, the Committee has experienced a significant and non- 
discretionary increase in its quasi-judicial (complaints) proceedings. This can only 
be expected to increase further in the post September 11" environment. Additional 
pressures will also be evident on the review side. 


Activities and Priorities 


External Review of CSIS -- The Committee plans to audit CSIS’ activities by 
conducting a series of reviews that cover the key program areas of the Service. 
Incidents may arise in the course of the year that require the Committee to divert its 
resources from the planned program to address matters of higher priority to the 
nation. 


These examinations, conducted on a rotating basis, will include an evaluation of 
targeting decisions, a review of internal security cases, and an examination of the 
approval process and the handling of sensitive operations. 


Source management continues to be a major interest of SIRC. Our studies will 
examine the credibility of CSIS human sources by reviewing corroborating 
information and evaluating the policy and implementation of control procedures. 


The Committee’s review of warrants will examine: the documents in support of a 
small number of warrant affidavits, related CSIS Headquarters documents, the 
approval process for warrant applications, and the implementation of conditions. 
The review also will include an assessment of the legal challenges faced by the 
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Service, and new developments arising from the Service's review of its warrant 
clauses and conditions, new Court decisions, policy changes, and amendments to 
Ministerial Direction. 


Under section 16 of the CS/S Act, the Minister of National Defence or the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs can, under certain conditions, make requests to CSIS for 
assistance in collecting foreign intelligence. The CS/S Act provides that such 
assistance may only be requested for operations within this country. The 
Committee will audit the information about Canadians, if any, that the Service 
collects and retains in the course of responding to section 16 requests. 


The Committee anticipates that its review activities will be adjsuted to ensure 
adequate coverage of CSIS’s expanded activities in the war against terrorism. 


Investigation of Complaints and Ministers’ Reports -- The Committee will 
conduct comprehensive investigations of complaints filed pursuant to sections 41 
and 42 of the CS/S Act, and reports made to the Committee under the Citizenship 
Act, the Immigration Act, and the Canadian Human Rights Act. 


A major external factor currently influencing the Review Committee’s capacity to 
fulfill its mandate is the volume and the complexity of the complaints and Ministerial 
Reports received. Because complaints and Ministerial Reports are very time 
consuming and require expensive legal services, small changes in their numbers 
can significantly affect the Committee's budget and operations. 


The investigation of complaints is the most expensive area of discretionary 
spending, and it bore the brunt of recent budget cuts. To deal with the reductions, 
the Committee has done more work "in house", and used outside lawyers less. 
More pre-hearing meetings are being conducted by Committee staff to ensure better 
focus on the issues to be dealt with in hearings. 


Notwithstanding the above measures, in 2000-2001, the number of hearing and pre- 
hearing days increased significantly from the previous year, and the forecast is that 
2001-2002 and subsequent years will see the workload increase markedly. For the 
first nine months of the fiscal year 2001-2002, the number of complaints is greater 
than the entire fiscal year 2000-2001. This factor has placed a particular burden on 
SIRC’s resources. 


The Committee has no control over the number of complaints it receives in any 
given year. Not only has the caseload of complaints risen but, more importantly, the 
cases have become more complex. We have assigned one additional resource to 
this program to ensure that the complaints received by SIRC will be handled in a 
timely manner and, in the meantime, we have reduced significantly the use of 
contractors. 
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By their nature, predicting the volume of complaints and Ministerial Reports is very 
difficult. It is anticipated that the passage of the Anti-Terrorism Act will result in an 
unprecedented number of complaints cases, as individuals and organizations which 
appear on the "list of entities" and/or are denied charitable status opt to exercise 
their right of complaint under section 41 of the CS/S Act. 


Demands of Special Projects --- SIRC has a small number of employees to 
conduct research, yet they must review many files each year in order to report to the 
Canadian public and to Parliament on CSIS’ investigative activities. The statutory 
requirements also set out broad areas for ongoing audits of CSIS’s work. 


In addition, the Committee has often been asked to undertake, or has undertaken 
on its own initiative, many major projects concerning matters in the public interest, 
such as the Boivin case, the Heritage Front Affair, and CSIS cooperation with the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police. To meet the resource demands of these 
investigations, and then to respond to Parliament's requests for information about 
them, requires the Committee to maintain the capability to redirect research 
resources to high profile issues on very short notice and for lengthy periods. 


Committee Travel ---The Committee's travel, both for regional visits and for 
travel abroad at the invitation of other countries wishing to benefit from the 
Canadian experience in the review process, has also placed an increasing 
burden on its resources. 


Several factors account for this situation. Emerging democracies have sought 
the advice of the Committee in their efforts to establish institutions for the review 
or oversight of their intelligence agencies. The Committee has actively promoted 
to other countries the advantages of review and oversight processes in relation to 
security and intelligence agencies as a means of protecting reforms, particularly 
in the emerging democracies. 


In 2001-2002 alone, the Committee staff hosted delegations from the Czech 
Republic, Mexico, Norway and South Africa, all of which were seeking an 
exchange of ideas and guidance on models of review and oversight. We expect 
exchanges of this type to continue. 


In addition, the significant expansion of CSIS agreements to share information 
with foreign agencies requires the Committee to be knowledgeable about those 
other states, to familiarize those states with the functions of SIRC, and to conduct 
audits of the Service's posts abroad. 


Strategic Outcome y 


Internet — In support of the ongoing effort to be accessible and informative to 
Canadians, SIRC maintains a comprehensive website on the World Wide Web 
(http://www.sirc-csars.gc.ca/). The site provides the latest news about Committee 
Activities, as well as information ranging from biographical data on Committee 
members to procedures for filing complaints about CSIS activities and the denial of 
security clearances. Additionally, all SIRC annual reports, dating back to its 
establishment in 1984, are accessible through the website. 


General -- In 2001-2002 the Committee had a full complement of Committee 
Members. While this is essential for the Committee to fulfill its mandate, it has also 
resulted in an increase in expenditures. 


A computerised tracking system has been installed during the 2001-2002 fiscal 
year. This costly technology is necessary to support the Committee’s functions and 
to meet the stringent security requirements for handling highly classified information. 
Resources are forecasted to the development and maintenance of this new 
software in 2002-2003. 


The Committee believes that these steps will allow SIRC to maintain or improve the 
performance of its responsibilities to Parliament and the public. 


Planned Results and Monitoring 

SIRC expects that the activities and priorities outlined in this report will enable it to: 
1. Ensure that Parliament and the public have confidence in the rigour of SIRC’s review 

process and are satisfied, therefore, that CSIS uses its extraordinary powers within the 

law and in a way that protects the civil rights of Canadians to the greatest extent 


possible; 


2. Be knowledgeable about CSIS’ performance in protecting Canadians from terrorist 
or other threats to national security; 


3. Provide a comprehensive, high quality Annual Report, and probative research 
reports; and 


4. Have confidence in the soundness of decisions rendered or recommendations made 
in reports following the investigation of complaints. 
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Monitoring of Priorities 


External Review of CSIS -- The Committee has now been in existence for over 
sixteen years. There are many subjective indicators of effectiveness and results 
such as remarks by Parliamentarians, academics, editorial writers, and foreign 
professors who have studied the Canadian system, which testify to the fact that 
many independent observers believe that the Committee is reviewing CSIS 
effectively. Informed observers are canvassed on a regular basis to ensure that the 
Committee is aware of outside opinions. 


Another indicator of the Committee’s results is the degree to which CSIS modifies 
its operational procedures or initiates new policy guidelines as a direct or indirect 
consequence of SIRC’s recommendations included in reports following audits or 
complaints investigations. The Committee has a program to measure the degree 
to which CSIS responds to its recommendations. 


A recent but revealing indicator of the usefulness of SIRC’s Annual and other 
published reports, and of SIRC’s work in general, is the interest displayed by the 
number of visits to SIRC’s Web site. An older, but no less useful, measure is the 
demand for copies of the printed version of the Annual Report and other reports. 


Investigation of Complaints and Ministers’ Reports -- A significant indicator of 
SIRC’s efficacy in conducting its investigations of complaints and the soundness of 
its decision making is the number of decisions that are overturned or changed on 
appeal to the Courts.

Planned Results 
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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
~ request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I — The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are tabled in the spring and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing 
Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
ACH: 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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SECTION Il: SSHRC-—OVERVIEW 


2.1 Raison d’étre 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council (SSHRC) is the main funding agency 
for social sciences and humanities research and research training in Canada. According to the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council Act (1976-1977, c.24, section 4 (1)), 
SSHRC’s mandate is to: 


e “promote and assist research and scholarship in the social sciences and 
humanities”; and 

e “advise the Minister of Industry regarding such matters related to research as the 
Minister may refer to the Council for its consideration.” 


SSHRC’s raison d’étre is to help build and 
maintain the knowledge and expertise that 
Canada needs to improve its social, 
economic and _ cultural life. More 
specifically, the Council’s mission is to 


e support high-quality research and 
research training to help’ us 
understand the evolving nature of 
our society and to _ address 
emerging challenges and 
opportunities in the most effective 
way; and 

e encourage and assist the transfer of 
knowledge among __ researchers, 
research partners, policy makers 
and other stakeholders in Canadian 
society in order to put the benefits 
of research to work. 


SSHRC’s main clientele—university-based researchers and research students in the social 
sciences and humanities—consists of 18,000 full-time professors, who represent 53 per cent 
of all university faculty and approximately 40,000 full-time graduate students, who represent 
about 61 per cent of all graduate students. The social sciences and humanities disciplines thus 
account for 55 per cent of all researchers and graduate students in our universities—the 
largest research community in Canada. 


In addition to researchers based in universities, researchers in Canada’s 175 community 
colleges can receive SSHRC funds. Non-profit organizations that have a research mandate 
and that have qualified researchers on staff, can also meet the eligibility criteria for specific 
SSHRC programs. 
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SSHRC supports basic, applied and targeted research, advanced research training, the 
building of research partnerships with users of research, and the broad dissemination of 
research results within and beyond the academic community. In addition to supporting 
research in all social sciences and humanities disciplines, SSHRC encourages—especially 
through its Strategic Themes and Joint Initiatives programs—research on a great variety of 
interdisciplinary issues. 


SSHRC grants and fellowships are awarded 
only after an exhaustive, independent, and 
highly competitive peer review process. 
This independent review process ensures 
that only the best research projects and 
only the most deserving researchers receive 
SSHRC funding. 


SSHRC also plays a leadership role in the 
development of research policy. It monitors 
emerging research trends in the social 
sciences and humanities and helps to 
structure the national research effort to 
enhance knowledge building and 
innovation and respond to the changing 
needs of Canadian society. 


Finally, SSHRC advises the Minister of 
Industry and the Government of Canada on 
future directions in the social sciences and 
humanities. 
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2.2 Governance 


Figure 1: SSHRC-—Governance Structure 
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SSHRC reports to Parliament through the Ministry of Industry. It is governed by a 22- 
member Board which the Governor-in-Council appoints to represent the interests of the 
academic, public and private sectors in all regions of Canada (Figure 1). The SSHRC Board 
determines program priorities, budget allocations, and initiatives, and monitors their proper 
implementation by staff. A number of consultative committees assist the Board in 
establishing policy directions, funding mechanisms and accountability structures (Figure 2). 
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Figure 2: SSHRC—Committee Structure 
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The general objectives of SSHRC are to provide: 


a first-class research capacity in the social sciences and humanities; 

e a substantial pool of knowledge that furthers our understanding of and enhances 
our ability to deal with a great variety of current and future social, economic, 
intellectual and cultural issues; 

© anew generation of well-trained researchers and highly-skilled professionals 
who can meet the education and research needs in the social sciences and 
humanities of the Canadian public and the private sector in general, and of 
Canadian universities in particular; 

e the communication of research results and transfer of knowledge between the 
academic world, the public sector, the private sector, and the Canadian public; 
and 

e policy leadership and advice to the Government for the future development of 
social sciences and humanities research capacity. 
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2.4 Challenges, Risks and Rationale for the Choices Made 


SSHRC faces the ongoing challenge of finding balanced ways to address the changing 
research and training needs of its diverse clientele while also meeting the evolving needs of 
Canadian society. The key environmental factors that influence SSHRC’s planning are: 


e the rising demand for social sciences and humanities knowledge and expertise 
from diverse sectors of society; 

e the renewal of full-time faculty; and 

e the rapid growth in research activity, the rising cost of research, and the 
increasing demand for research funding. 


Burgeoning Need for Social Sciences and Humanities Research, Knowledge and 
Expertise 


Canada is confronted with a host of issues which increasingly call for research into diverse 
aspects of society, human behaviour and human activity, including the need to understand 
other cultures and our interaction with them. Key challenges include: 


e world stability, peace and security; 

e the impact of new technologies and globalization on society and the concomitant 
need to develop tools to enhance the capability of Canadians to benefit from the 
new economy; 

e the ethical and moral implications of rapidly evolving new technologies (for 
example, genomics and nanotechonologies); 

e the complex and difficult relationships between the economy, citizens and the 
environment (for example, resource management and global warming), which 
require imaginative, often interdisciplinary, solutions; and 

e regional development and the sustainability of communities. 


For many years, SSHRC has made it a priority to structure programs of research support in 
the social sciences and humanities in such a manner as to address issues of real concern to 
society. A recent example is the Jnitiative on the New Economy, which is making a vital 
contribution to building the knowledge base and decision-making capability in the areas of 
the nature of the new economy, management and entrepreneurship, education, and lifelong 
learning. 
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In light of current world events and the 
grave challenge to world stability they 
represent, social sciences and humanities 
research has a crucial role to play in helping 
us deepen our understanding of other 
cultures and languages, of history and 
religion as well as of economics and 
politics. 


SSHRC has_ provided leadership in 
mobilizing available knowledge and 
identifying and addressing knowledge gaps 
in critical areas. As a result, government 
departments and community organizations 
increasingly solicit the Council to help 
generate knowledge to understand and 
effectively confront important issues. 


SSHRC _ has initiated, will continue to 
maintain, and intends to further develop 
partnerships with government departments 
and agencies, the private sector and the 
voluntary sector to satisfy the burgeoning 
demand for research and knowledge- 
building in key areas. Examples of partners 
in SSHRC’s Joint Initiatives programs are 
given in the adjacent text box. 


Renewal of Full-Time University Faculty 


Over the next ten years, more than 20,000 of Canada’s 33,000 full-time university faculty are 
expected to either retire or leave their positions. At the same time, student enrolment is 
projected to increase by more than 20 per cent and in some provinces, like British Columbia 
or Ontario, by as much as 40 per cent. Retiring faculty and rising enrolment will require 
SSHRC to play a more prominent role in funding research training for a new generation of 
scholars to help meet the staggering demand, in this first decade of the 21“ century, for about 
16,000 new faculty in the social sciences and humanities (out of a total of about 30,000). 


The Explosion of Research Activity, the Rising Costs of Research and the Growing 
Demand for Research Funds 


In the past five years, research activity in the social sciences and humanities has grown 
substantially in fields as diverse as labour economics, population health, election dynamics, 
the (invented-in-Canada) Geographical Information System (GIS), and applied linguistics 
(particularly as it relates to second language learning and how the brain processes language). 
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At the same time, research costs have increased considerably. Because social sciences and 
humanities research today is more problem- than discipline-driven, it is frequently conducted 
by large, multidisciplinary, nation-wide or international teams assembled through 
collaborations between numerous institutions (public, private, non-profit) and/or government 
departments/agencies. Stimulated by competitive grants and driven by the explicit objective 
of creating new knowledge, such multidisciplinary teams are developing an “entrepreneurial” 
culture which makes them very attractive for practical and innovative minds. This in turn, is 
generating growth of this type of research. 


To facilitate collaboration on complex issues, such large-scale, multidisciplinary, problem- 
based research requires improved co-ordination, more travel, and better communication as 
well as state-of-the-art computer technology (for example, larger and more powerful 
databases for organizing and analyzing data). Finally, for social sciences and humanities 
researchers the Internet has become an indispensable research and communication tool, but 
one that also demands ongoing investment in new technologies. It is no surprise, then, that 
the steady growth and increased sophistication of research activity and the escalation of 
research costs has led to a rising demand for research funding. 


2.5 Priorities 


SSHRC’s aim, for research in the social sciences and humanities, is to support and develop 
knowledge, innovation, cultural and socio-economic relevance by: 


e¢ maintaining and enhancing excellence in research and research training so that 
we continually renew the pool of knowledge and expertise to address emerging 
challenges; 

e addressing strategic knowledge gaps in key areas of concern to society; 

e¢ promoting partnerships with users of research in government, the private sector, 
and non-governmental organizations; 

e positioning itself more effectively as a knowledge broker for users of research 
results and Canadians; and 

e maximizing its contribution to the Government’s policy research and innovation 
agenda. 


With a budget increase of $9.5 million for the coming fiscal year, SSHRC will be able to 
pursue its existing and planned activities. 


Monitoring of Priorities 


SSHRC’s governing Board establishes and monitors corporate and program priorities and 
reviews them periodically to ensure that they are on track. Several standing committees assist 
the Board in this task. This year, Council established a new standing committee on 
performance and evaluation in order to further enhance the Board’s ability to monitor 
performance and results. 
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SSHRC has also developed a corporate accountability framework that is consistent with its 
mission, objectives and fundamental operating principles. In order to answer questions about 
the results and impact of Council-funded research, SSHRC has also developed an evaluation 
approach and plan, together with new measurement and evaluation tools and key indicators. 
These tools build on ongoing work to further develop and refine our overall measurement and 
monitoring capacity.

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3.2 Providing Canadians with Significant Advances in 
Knowledge 


Addressing Gaps in Strategic Knowledge 


SSHRC will continue its strategy to fund research in areas of need and to expand its 
partnerships with stakeholder organizations to co-develop and co-fund research on such 
issues. More specifically, the Council will:

work towards mobilizing and generating knowledge on peace, human security, 
terrorism and intercultural relations; 

continue effective implementation of the Initiative on the New Economy (INE; 
see text box below); 

allocate funds for new joint initiatives to meet Canada’s need for targeted, 
policy-relevant research and identify new theme areas for research, including 
extended support for the Immigration and the Metropolis Centres of Excellence 
project; 

support, through the MCRI program, major national and _ international 
interdisciplinary research projects involving diverse partners; 

maintain national partnerships and networks of world-class researchers through 
the Networks of Centres of Excellence (NCE), jointly managed by the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council (NSERC), the Canadian Institutes of 
Health Research (CIHR), and SSHRC; and 

transform the temporarily suspended Community-University Research Alliances 
(CURA) program from a pilot project (its current status) into a permanent 
program (funds permitting). 
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The Initiative on the New Economy (INE) 


On June 26, 2001, the Minister of Industry announced the $100 million /nitiative on the New 
Economy (INE). SSHRC designed and administers the program. The overall goal of the INE is 
to help Canada and Canadians adapt successfully to and reap the benefits of the new 
economy. More specifically, the /nitiative on the New Economy seeks to 


e foster excellent research, with particular emphasis on innovative and multidisciplinary 
approaches, to deepen our understanding of the new economy; 

e extend and develop research partnerships among the public, private and not-for-profit 
sectors; 

e — inform decision-making in the public and private sector. 


The INE builds knowledge and expertise and develops tools in four key areas: 


e General Issues Concerning the New Economy—understanding the economic, social and 
technological dimensions of the new economy; 

e Management and Entrepreneurship—understanding and meeting the requirements for 
private sector leadership and management in the new economy; 

e Education—ensuring the effectiveness of formal education in meeting the needs of the 
new economy (including new ways of supporting educational practice, decision-making, 
and appropriate implementation of transformative technologies); and 

e Lifelong Learning—determining the true needs, most effective incentives, and best models 
for lifelong learning in the new economy. 


In the fall of 2001, the INE established an Advisory Committee and a Screening Committee. 
The new INE Secretariat has just finished awarding its first Outreach Grants and Development 
Grants. The Secretariat is currently monitoring the processing of applications for Research 
Grants, Research Alliances Grants, and Collaborative Research Initiatives. |n addition, several 
organizations have approached the INE Secretariat with a view to developing Joint Initiatives. 


Interest in the INE programs is very strong: 64 applications were received for first competitions 
in the Collaborative Research Initiatives program, 41 in the Research Alliances program, and 
169 in the Research Grants program. 


Supporting and Strengthening Research Capacity 


SSHRC will continue to sustain the critical mass of research expertise and momentum, on 
which innovation depends, by: 


¢ supporting researchers in all social sciences and humanities disciplines through 
its basic research programs while attempting to maintain current success rates. In 
the long term, SSHRC aims to support 50 per cent of new applicants; 

e strengthening research capacity in the social sciences and humanities, especially 
by attracting and retaining the best researchers in Canada through the Canada 
Research Chairs Program (see below); and 

e funding special initiatives related to the structuring, transfer and integration of 
knowledge, through the Council’s Presidential Fund for Innovation and 
Development and the Research Development Initiatives. 
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The Canada Research Chairs Program 


In its millennium budget, the Government of Canada provided $900 million for the 
establishment of 2,000 Canada Research Chairs in universities across the country by 2005. In 
each of the next five years, about 400 new Chairs, recruited from Canada and abroad, will be 
created in the natural sciences, engineering, health sciences, and in the social sciences and 
humanities. SSHRC administers Canada Research Chairs funds and hosts its Secretariat. 


The key objective of the Canada Research Chairs program is to enable Canadian universities, 
together with their affiliated institutes and hospitals, to achieve the highest levels of excellence 
and to become world-class research centres in the global, knowledge-based economy. 


Most Canadian universities participated in the first four rounds of evaluation of chair 
nominations, which ended in June 2001, and made a total of 521 nominations. Of these, 463 
were approved for funding and, of these, 448 chairs have been created so far. 


Evaluation and monitoring strategies are being implemented in accordance with respective 
Treasury Board requirements. An Evaluation Steering Committee has been created, and a 
comprehensive evaluation framework has been commissioned and approved. The review of 
the program structure and operations scheduled for the third year starts in February, 2002, and 
will be completed by June 2002. Any resulting program modifications will be implemented by 
September 2002. An overall program evaluation will be conducted in 2004-2005. 


3.3 Renewing Expertise Through Advanced Training 


To supply the labour market with sufficient numbers of well-qualified social scientists and 
humanists, SSHRC will: 


e continue to devote at least 25 per cent of its grants and scholarships budget to 
doctoral and postdoctoral fellowships; and 

¢ continue to promote the training of students within the research and strategic 
grants programs so that students can acquire hands-on research training and 
marketable skills in the context of actual research projects. In particular, the 
Council will continue to enhance interdisciplinary training opportunities and to 
support innovative, interactive training through the Strategic Themes programs, 
the Major Collaborative Research Initiatives (MCRI), Community-University 
Research Alliances (CURA) and the Initiative on the New Economy (INE). 


Over the long term and contingent on sufficient funds, SSHRC will explore the possibility of: 


e establishing a master’s scholarship program to support about 10 per cent of the 
best full-time Canadian graduate students in the social sciences and humanities; 
and 

e increasing the value and number of doctoral and postdoctoral fellowships to help 
Canadian graduate schools attract the best students. 
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3.4 Research Promotion 


SSHRC is committed to effective communication, dissemination and transfer of knowledge, 
for these are as essential to the effective application of research results as the research itself. 
To this end, SSHRC will: 


e continue to support research dissemination and the transfer of knowledge through 
its communications programs for conferences, congresses and journals; 

e continue to build partnership programs and research alliances to foster improved 
transfer of knowledge between the researchers it funds and users in government, 
the research community and the private sector; 

e seek, through SSHRC’s new Knowledge Products and Mobilization Division, 
new ways to act as knowledge broker between producers and consumers of social 
sciences and humanities research; 

e focus, through the reconfigured Public Affairs Division, on reaching a wider 
audience by developing a “market culture” throughout SSHRC to enable it to 
better explain to Canadians its significant contributions to our research/academic 
communities and to Canadian society by putting greater emphasis on effective 
media relations, and by developing new marketing-oriented communications 
products; and 

e continue to develop strategies to further improve its links with parliamentary 
audiences and the federal policy sector. 


3.5 Knowledge Management 


New Strategy 


SSHRC will develop and initiate an explicit knowledge management strategy that will, 
systematically and on an ongoing basis, diffuse social sciences and humanities knowledge to 
an appropriately broad range of potential users. SSHRC will also develop—on the basis of 
systematic collection and analysis of data—in-depth written materials that present the broader 
significance of new knowledge generated by social sciences and humanities research. 


National Consultation on Research Data Archiving, Management and Access Systems 


The National Data Archive Consultation Working Group—a joint initiative of SSHRC and 
the National Archives of Canada (NAC)—is finalizing its recommendations for the 
development of a national strategy for the management of, and improved access to, research 
data. The Working Group will submit its final report to the SSHRC Board of Directors and 
the National Archivist in early spring 2002. This report will contain a full evaluation of the 
need for a national research data archiving system and recommendations on how to construct 
such a system to best meet the needs of the Canadian research community. 
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Sharing of and Access to Research Data Produced through Public Funding 


The Committee for Science and Technology Policy of the Organization for Economic Co- 
operation and Development (OECD) has commissioned an international group of researchers 
and science policy specialists to examine the state of access to and sharing of research data 
produced through public funding in various OECD-member countries. Industry Canada has 
designated SSHRC to send a representative to join the Working Group and provide input on 
Canadian policies and practices. The Working Group will submit to the OECD a full report 
on policies and practices, along with recommendations for improvements, by October 2002. 


3.6 Policy Leadership 


Human Security Agenda 


In the aftermath of September 11", Canadians have added human security and international 
terrorism to their list of daily worries. While previous conflicts have been resolved by 
mastering advances in the “hard” sciences, the war on terrorism brings to light a situation to 
which technology does not have all the answers, for this war is one of cultural, political and 
religious issues and perceptions. 


The social sciences and humanities community was mobilized to help Canadians understand 
these traumatic moments. In fact, the wealth of knowledge generated by the Government of 
Canada’s support for humanities and social sciences research has played a crucial role in 
helping us all comprehend the root causes and the possible impacts of this international 
struggle. 


SSHRC is examining several ways of mobilizing available knowledge about the current crisis 
so that policy makers and the general public may put the benefits of this research to work. In 
addition, SSHRC has conducted, with the assistance of Canadian experts in these fields, an 
overview of research questions that will strengthen our ability to understand and address 
human security issues. To fill these knowledge gaps, SSHRC is developing a longer-term, 
broadly-defined action plan for research that will enable us to better understand human 
security issues and the reasons and motivations for international terrorism, as well as to find 
means of mitigating it. 


Consultation on New Areas for Targeted Research 


To identify new areas of priority and strategic research, SSHRC recently completed a major 
consultation with organizations and individuals representative of its diverse client base— 
researchers, universities, governments and users of research in the public, private and 
community sectors. The results of this consultation were presented to and accepted by the 
SSHRC Board in the summer of 2001. During 2002-2003, Council will use the outcomes of 
this consultation to inform its decision-making on strategic priority areas for the next few 


years. 
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Electronic Scholarly Journals 


Over the coming year, SSHRC will explore the future development of electronic scholarly 
journals in Canada. In collaboration with the Canadian National Site Licensing (CNSL) 
project, the Canadian Association of Research Libraries (CARL) and the Canadian 
Association of Learned Journals (CALJ), SSHRC will examine how best to develop an 
efficient and effective system for the electronic publication of research results. 
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3.7 Service Improvements 


SSHRC is committed to improving its client satisfaction as outlined in the Service 
Improvement Initiative launched by the Government of Canada in 2000. The Council 
developed its own service improvement strategy in the past year. After reviewing its current 
practices, SSHRC retained a consulting firm to analyze the feedback that the Council 
receives On an ongoing basis. Guided by the nine service improvement initiative activities 
developed by Treasury Board, the consultants will present a service improvement report at 
the end of March 2002. This will provide an overview of the areas in which we already 
possess enough information to develop service improvement measures and will identify other 
areas that require further analysis. Table 3 outlines the planned results of SSHRC’s service 
improvement plans and the key related activities. 


In 2002, SSHRC, NSERC, and CIHR expect to put into operation the first phase of a 
Memorandum of Understanding on Roles and Responsibilities—a single policy document 
that will harmonize, clarify and make more consistent a broad spectrum of policies, 
regulations and practices pertaining to grants and awards (including procedures to be 
followed in cases of non-compliance). This initiative is being carried out under the auspices 
of a Working Group made up of representatives of the three granting agencies and their client 
communities. The Working Group’s aim is to: 


e articulate those broad principles for administering funds which underlie the 
partnerships between the three agencies, researchers and recipient institutions; 

e clarify the roles and responsibilities of the partners in the administration of 
council funds through written policies and procedures; and 

e eliminate inconsistencies and redundancies in the three agencies’ policies, 
regulations and practices. 


The second phase of this initiative will continue during 2002. This major tri-council 
collaboration will significantly improve service delivery for clients. 


Canada’s three federal research funding agencies are also collaborating in another major 
area—ethics in relation to research involving human subjects. On November 9, 2001, the 
three agencies launched the Panel and Secretariat on Research Ethics. Supported by the 
Secretariat, the Panel will manage the development, interpretation, promotion and 
implementation of the 1998 Tri-Council Policy Statement: Ethics for Research Involving 
Humans. The objectives of this five-year, $5.5 million initiative, the results of which will be 
reported in 2006, are to: 


e contribute, in general, to better governance of research ethics policies and practices in 
Canada; 

® promote, in particular, high ethical standards in Canadian research involving humans to 
ensure the protection of human participants; and 

e enhance public trust in Canadian research ethics policies.

¢ promoting active use of the mass media to draw public attention to SSHRC- 
supported experts and the results of their research; 
maintaining and enlarging SPARK (Students Promoting Awareness of 
Research Knowledge) program, in which students write articles, mainly for 
their local communities, based on SSHRC-supported research; 
supporting the Breakfast on the Hill Seminar Series, Research Profiles 
distributed to parliamentarians, media and university community, and the 
Congress of the Social Sciences and Humanities (the largest annual 
congress in Canada)—all organized by the Humanities and Social Sciences 
Federation of Canada (HSSFC); 
redesigning SSHRC promotional materials and the Council’s Web site to 
emphasize research results and their relevance to Canadians; 
enhancing the profile of the Parliamentary Internship Program, in which 
students assist MPs and write research papers about Parliament; 
promoting SSHRC-supported academic conferences and congresses. 


Maintenance and enhancement of our Service Improvement Plan by: 


e establishing our current client satisfaction baseline measures; 
e developing plans to achieve, by 2005, a 10 per cent improvement in our 
client satisfaction baseline measures. 


Improvement of electronic service delivery in relation to the Government On- 
Line Initiative, including: 


a search engine query to allow access to SSHRC competition results; 

an electronic Letter of Intent Pilot Project to reduce the burden on 
applicants and peer review committees; 

an upgrade of the current on-line CV, fellowships and grant application 
forms—in collaboration, where possible, with other granting Councils; and 

a revised Web site, to improve access to SSHRC applications, award 
information and research results. 


Implementation, over the next year, of the Common Look and Feel for the 
Internet standards set out by Treasury Board. 
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SECTION IV: SSHRC JOINT INITIATIVES 


4.1 Joint Initiatives 


Since 1989, SSHRC’s Joint Initiatives program has provided a framework for Council to 
enter into partnerships and to co-fund programs with organizations in the public, private and 
non-governmental sectors. To date, Council has co-created 34 Joint Initiatives, which have 
generated some $40 million in additional funding for social sciences and humanities research.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part II] — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and I of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are tabled in the spring and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing 
Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

I am pleased to present the Report on Plans and Priorities of the Department of the 
Solicitor General. This report covers key plans, priorities and expected results for the 
period 2002/2003 — 2004/2005. 


The Department is part of the Portfolio of the Solicitor General, which includes the 
RCMP, the Canadian Security Intelligence Service (CSIS), the Correctional Service of 
Canada (CSC), the National Parole Board and three review bodies. The Portfolio’s 
mission is to protect the public and maintain a just, peaceful and safe society. To this 
end, the Department provides me with portfolio-wide strategic policy advice in support of 
advancing the government’s public safety agenda, which has as its goal to ensure that 
Canadians feel safe and secure in their communities. 

The tragic events of September 11" reminded all Canadians of the importance of public 
safety and national security. Those events have also reinforced the Government’s 
commitment to move forward with our public safety agenda. The actions we take today 
to secure our borders and act against terrorism will provide a lasting framework for public 
safety in Canada. This commitment is demonstrated through two key Acts that recently 
came into force: An Act to Amend the Criminal Code (Organized Crime and Law 
Enforcement), and the Anti-Terrorism Act. 


Canada and the United States have an enduring relationship of close cooperation. No two 
countries work more closely together on public safety issues. We will continue to work 
together with our neighbour to keep our border secure and maintain the free flow of 
goods, people and services between our two countries. 


At the heart of the Government’s continued priority investments in support of public 
safety and national security is an ongoing commitment to improve the capacity, 
coordination and collaboration of a broad range of partners, both at home and abroad. As 
Solicitor General, I am committed to working with these partners to advance the public 
safety agenda and in doing so to enhance the quality of life for all Canadians. 


The plans and priorities outlined in this document and the Portfolio Agencies’ reports 
continue to support the Government’s public safety agenda through a balanced approach 
to reducing crime through law enforcement and national security initiatives aimed at 
combating terrorism and organized crime; effective measures aimed at the safe 
reintegration of offenders into the community; Aboriginal policing and corrections 
initiatives; and the investment in our Canadian Public Safety Information Network to link 
criminal justice agencies Canada-wide.

Section Il: Portfolio/Departmental Overview 


A. Portfolio Overview 


The Portfolio of the Solicitor General is responsible within the Government of Canada for 
policing and law enforcement (including Aboriginal policing), national security, 
corrections and conditional release. 


The Portfolio includes the Department and four Agencies: the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police (RCMP) the Canadian Security Intelligence Service (CSIS), the Correctional 
Service of Canada (CSC) and the National Parole Board (NPB). There are also three 
review bodies: the RCMP External Review Committee, the Commission for Public 
Complaints against the RCMP and the Office of the Correctional Investigator. Together, 
these organizations have a combined budget of over $3.5 billion and over 35,000 
employees. Each Portfolio Agency, with the exception of CSIS, prepares an individual 
Performance Report outlining their individual accomplishments and key results. 


The Department, Portfolio Agencies and Review Bodies each contribute, specifically and 
collectively, to the public safety agenda as outlined below: 


e The Department provides policy advice and support to the Solicitor General on all 
aspects of his mandate that includes providing direction to the Agencies, ensuring 
accountability to Parliament for the Agencies and national public safety leadership. 


e The Royal Canadian Mounted Police enforces Canadian laws, prevents crime and 
maintains peace, order and security. The RCMP has responsibility to: prevent, 
detect and investigate offences against federal statutes; maintain law and order and 
prevent, detect and investigate crime in the provinces, territories and municipalities 
where the Force has a policing contract; provide investigative and protective 
services to other federal departments and agencies; and provide all Canadian law 
enforcement agencies with specialized police training and research, forensic 
laboratory services, identification services and informatics technology. 


e The Canadian Security Intelligence Service provides security intelligence to the 
Government. CSIS collects, analyzes and retains information and intelligence on 
activities that may be suspected of constituting threats to the security of Canada; 
reports to and advises the Government in relation to these threats; and provides 
security assessments. 
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e The Correctional Service of Canada administers sentences of convicted offenders 
sentenced to imprisonment for two or more years. It also prepares offenders for 
their return as useful citizens to the community. CSC provides services across the 
country to offenders within correctional institutions and in the community. 


e The National Parole Board is an independent administrative body, which grants, 
denies and controls the conditional release of inmates from federal penitentiaries 
and recommends the exercise of the Royal Prerogative of Mercy and the granting of 
pardons. In addition, NPB exercises the same powers and responsibilities, with the 
exception of the granting of temporary absences, for provincial inmates in provinces 
and territories without their own parole boards. 


e The RCMP External Review Committee reviews certain types of grievances, 
formal disciplinary, discharge and demotion appeals referred by the RCMP. This 
Committee, which reports annually to Parliament, is a neutral third party providing 
an independent and impartial review of cases. The Committee may institute 
hearings, summon witnesses, administer oaths and receive and accept such evidence 
or other information as the Committee sees fit. The findings and recommendations 
of either the Chairman or the Committee are sent to the parties and to the 
Commissioner of the RCMP. 


e The Commission for Public Complaints against the RCMP reviews public 
complaints regarding the conduct of the RCMP in an open, independent and 
objective manner. The Commission provides information to the public regarding its 
mandate and services, reviews and investigates complaints regarding the conduct of 
RCMP members, holds public hearings, prepares reports, including findings and 
recommendations, and conducts research and policy development to improve the 
public complaints process. 


e The Office of the Correctional Investigator conducts investigations into 
decisions, recommendations, acts or omissions of the Commissioner of Corrections 
or any person under the control and management of, or performing services on 
behalf of the Commissioner, that affect offenders, either individually or as a group. 
The Office of the Correctional Investigator is independent of CSC and may initiate 
an investigation upon receipt of a complaint by or on behalf of an offender, at the 
request of the Minister or on its own initiative.

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B. Departmental Overview 


The public safety agenda is focused on building safer communities. Working in 
conjunction with our domestic and international partners, the Portfolio contributes to the 
public safety agenda through a balanced approach to criminal justice. The Portfolio 
Agencies offer operational expertise through direct service delivery and in doing so 
exercise direct influence on Canadian communities in the areas of crime prevention, law 
enforcement, security, corrections and reintegration. The Department exercises influence 
through the development of portfolio-wide strategic policy advice and by providing 
leadersh’ and facilitation from an overall government perspective. 


To this end, the Department advises, supports and assists the Solicitor General in all of 
his responsibilities which include: 

e providing effective direction to the Portfolio Agencies; 

e exercising national leadership on public safety issues; 


e implementing the First Nations Policing Policy through the negotiation, 
administration, maintenance and evaluation of tripartite policing agreements with 
provincial, territorial and First Nations governments; and 


e answering in Parliament for the Portfolio. 
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Section Ill: Departmental Strategic Outcomes 


There is no question that the horrific events in the United States just a few short months 
ago have changed our lives profoundly, as public safety practitioners, as Canadians, as 
North Americans, and as citizens of the world. 


While the goal of protecting Canadians against international crime and terrorism was a 
government priority well before the attacks of September 11, 2001, it is now abundantly 
clear that the scope of the threat to our quality of life means that more must be done — 
now and in the future. This is further supported by the fact that Canadians’ concerns 
about terrorism and national security were identified for the first time in a poll taken by a 
private sector firm post September 11". 


The Government of Canada will continue to build on the solid foundation of existing 
public safety and national security processes, partnerships and safeguards as it continues 
to invest in practical initiatives and legislative change to keep our borders secure, our 
citizens protected and our economy on track. 


In support of the Government’s commitments, the Department has developed the strategic 
outcomes outlined on the following page. These outcomes are shared, collective results 
that cannot be achieved without key partnerships at the federal, provincial, territorial, 
municipal, and international levels as well as with the private and voluntary sectors.

Canada, like other countries, is continuing to adapt in order to deal with terrorist and 
other threats to national security. As national security involves the responsibilities and 
jurisdictions of many levels of governments, the federal government must work closely 
with local, regional, national and international organizations to ensure it can effectively 
respond to any form of terrorism through better sharing of information and coordinating 
enforcement activities. 


In its 1999 response to the Report of the Special Senate Committee on Security and 
Intelligence, the federal government underscored the importance of expanded efforts to 
enhance Canada’s ability to respond, particularly in the areas of chemical, biological, 
radiological and nuclear terrorism. The federal government must continue to promote 
awareness of terrorism and provide training to first responders (fire fighters, ambulance 
and medical personnel and police officers) to strengthen their capacity in dealing with any 
potential threat to public safety. 


Over the next three years the Department will focus on counter-terrorism, lawful access 
and providing independent assurance to the Minister on CSIS’ operational activities. 


Countering the threat of terrorism (Counter-Terrorism) is a key priority in 
maintaining Canada’s national security and protecting the safety, security and economic 
well being of Canadians. Canada benefits greatly from intelligence, best practices and 
new technology that it gains through access to counter-terrorism arrangements with the 
United States and the United Kingdom. 


On the international front, the Department will work with other federal partners in fora 
such as the G8, Organization of American States and the United Nations to promote and 
implement measures to prevent, defeat and deter terrorism, including curbing terrorist 
financing. 


Canada’s security relationship with the United States will continue to be of primary 
importance. To this end, Canada will continue to build on and strengthen its bilateral 
counter-terrorism relationship with the United States in areas such as counter-terrorism 
research and development including the development of tools to deter terrorism and to 
respond to terrorist incidents. We will also strengthen joint training initiatives to counter 
the particular threat of chemical, biological, radiological and nuclear terrorism. 


On the domestic front, the Department will continue to ensure domestic preparedness for 
terrorist incidents through the maintenance and updating of the National Counter- 
Terrorism Plan. Under the complementary Operational Readiness Program and in 
partnership with federal, provincial and municipal stakeholders, operational readiness and 
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awareness of national counter-terrorism arrangements will be strengthened through 
training and awareness activities. 


Lawful Access methods are essential for national security and law enforcement agencies 
in the detection, prevention and investigation of terrorism and organized crime. Rapid 
technological developments however are challenging conventional lawful access 
techniques. 


In cooperation with other federal partners, the Department will continue to coordinate the 
implementation of an action plan to design and deploy technical solutions that enable 
national security and law enforcement agencies to lawfully intercept evolving 
communications and search and seize information. As well, the Department in 
cooperation with the Department of Justice, Industry Canada and the private sector will 
continue to work on a review of the legislative framework to make sure our laws keep 
pace with technology. 


Through these initiatives, the Department will provide support to intelligence gathering 
efforts aimed at combating terrorism and will enhance international cooperation through 
bilateral and multilateral fora. 


Independent assurance to the Minister on CSIS’ operational activities is an important 
role of the Department to ensure that CSIS’ work has been carried out within the 
parameters of its legislative framework consistent with the respect for the rule of law, 
democratic institutions and fundamental freedoms. 


The new Anti-Terrorism Act and the companion Public Safety Act will increase the 
statutory responsibilities of the Solicitor General of Canada. The Minister must be 
confident that the provisions pertaining to his Portfolio are being employed with due 
consideration and that the checks and balances are being respected. 


To this end, the Department will provide advice to the Minister on proposals and 
recommendations submitted by CSIS for his approval. This advice takes into account 
CSIS’ legal obligations, particularly related to the rights of Canadians and the Minister’s 
public safety role. With respect to the new legislation, data on the use of provisions in 
the Acts will be collected and analysed in preparation for a three-year Parliamentary 
review. 
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- Innovative Strategies And Better Tools For Law Enforcement To Respond 


To Organized Crime And Other Criminal Activities, in both the domestic 
and international contexts $5,505.8K 


Over the past several years, the Government has responded to changing patterns of 
criminal activity through a variety of operational and legislative measures and enhanced 
domestic and international cooperation. The transnational nature of crime and 
advancements in technology continue to raise new challenges and pose a real threat to 
public safety. A comprehensive and integrated approach is required to ensure that our 
law enforcement officers are provided with additional tools to assist them in responding 
to public safety challenges. 


Over the next three years the Department will focus on the following priorities: public 
order; organized crime; and crime prevention. 


Public Order will focus on implementing, with key federal partners, the government- 
wide Framework Policy to govern security related compensation to cities and provinces 
for future Prime Minister and Minister-led international meetings. The Framework 
Policy sets out the terms and conditions for reimbursing host cities/provinces for their 
increased security costs incurred for such meetings, to the extent that they are 
extraordinary, reasonable and justifiable. 


With Canada hosting the G-8 presidency, including a major meeting of Justice and 
Interior Ministers in May 2002 and the G-8 meeting itself in Alberta in June 2002, 
Canada’s international leadership and participation in countering trans-national criminal 
activity and terrorism will be under increased scrutiny. The Department will work with 
key agencies such as the RCMP and CSIS, Foreign Affairs and International Trade and 
others as well as provincial and local governments to ensure that the G-8 summit is both 
secure and successful. 


Fighting Organized Crime is a key priority that flows directly from the 2001 Speech 
from the Throne in which the Government pledged to take “aggressive steps to combat 
organized crime” by providing enhanced tools to law enforcement officers to deal with 
emerging threats to public safety. 


The Department will undertake research and evaluation activities aimed at increasing 
overall government and academic knowledge and understanding of the nature, scope and 
impact of organized crime activities that will assist policy makers in setting future 
priorities. This will involve consultations with partners, provinces/territories, police and 
other key stakeholders. In addition, legislative training will be developed in conjunction 
with the Department of Justice concerning key sentencing and conditional release 
provisions of the Criminal Code, The material will be directed at prosecutors and police. 
Additional material will be developed and presented to judges through various 
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information sessions. These materials, training and information sessions will allow for a 
better understanding of anti-organized crime legislation and tools and more effective 
application of those particular provisions in the future. 


The Department has and will continue to work with key federal partners, 
provinces/territories and law enforcement agencies to share best practices, develop policy 
and identify opportunities for joint enforcement measures to effectively combat organized 
crime. Canadian and American government departments and agencies will continue to 
work together to enhance joint action on cross-border crimes through the Canada-United 
States Cross-Border Forum. 


As noted on page 18, funding has been provided to the Mohawk Territory of Akwesasne 
under the measure to Combat Organized Crime Initiative and Tobacco Control Strategy. 
This funding will enable the Akwesasne Mohawk Police to participate in joint 
investigative activities with the RCMP and other law enforcement agencies to stem the 
conduct of illegal activities. 


Through CICAD, the Inter-American Drug Abuse Control Commission, the Department 
will continue to participate on multilateral initiatives to evaluate drug control efforts 
within the hemisphere. 


Domestically, the Department will work to coordinate the Portfolio efforts to address the 
illicit drug problem and continue to work in cooperation with other federal, territorial and 
provincial partners in support of Canada’s Drug Strategy. 


The Department will develop evaluation frameworks to be used in the reviews of the 
Integrated Proceeds of Crime Initiative and the Anti-Smuggling Initiative. These are key 
coordinated law enforcement initiatives that integrate resources and expertise in the fight 
against organized crime. 


The Crime Prevention and Public Safety Initiative, an element of the National 
Strategy on Community Safety and Crime Prevention, will strengthen and build capacity 
in the areas of policing and corrections to address the root causes of crime. The 
Department and the RCMP will work together on this element of the strategy. 


This element will support innovative initiatives that need greater attention including 
crime and victimization issues in Aboriginal and remote/isolated communities; substance 
abuse awareness and prevention; addressing the risks associated with children and 
families of offenders; and developing strategies to deal with youth at risk. 
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| 3. Measures to advance effective corrections in the interests of public safety

Effective corrections means distinguishing between those offenders who need to be 
separated from society, and those who could be better managed in the community. It is 
an integrated set of initiatives designed to promote public safety by providing offenders 
with the best opportunities of becoming law-abiding citizens. The focus is on developing 
the infrastructure and programs that will support the gradual, safe release of offenders 
back into the communities when they can be safely managed. 


The need for alternative justice strategies is particularly acute for Aboriginal offenders. 
Currently, Aboriginal communities lack programs, as well as social and professional 
services to retain low risk offenders in the community. This is a contributing factor to 
high incarceration rates for Aboriginal people. 


Over the next three years the Department will focus on: restorative justice; Aboriginal 
community-based initiatives; and legislative and policy response. 


Restorative Justice is an approach to justice that focuses on repairing the harm caused by 
crime while holding the offender accountable for his/her actions. It aims to provide 
opportunities for the parties directly affected by a crime (the victim, offender and the 
community) to identify and address their needs in the aftermath of a crime, and seek a 
resolution that provides healing, restoration, reparation and reintegration, and prevents 
future harm. Restorative Justice holds promise as a measure to advance effective 
corrections, 1.e., the safe reintegration of offenders into the community, while also 
addressing the needs of victims. 


Over the next three years, the Department, in collaboration with other government 
departments and non-governmental organizations, will support the implementation and 
evaluation of pilot projects designed to test the application of restorative justice 
principles. These projects will allow us to measure the impacts of restorative processes 
on the parties, including levels of satisfaction and restorative outcomes, as well as on the 
broader criminal justice system. The results from the research on pilot projects will be 
used to guide policies for restorative justice and further program development in the field. 


The Department, in collaboration with the Department of Justice and the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade, will also continue to support the establishment of 
“U.N. Basic Principles for the Use of Restorative Justice Programmes in Criminal 
Matters”. This will involve the sponsorship of a resolution at the 1 1 Session of the 
Crime Commission on Crime Prevention and Criminal Justice in April 2002, 
recommending the adoption of a statement of Basic Principles on Restorative Justice that 
was drafted at the U.N. Experts’ Meeting held in Ottawa in the fall of 2001. Once 
adopted these basic principles, which are designed to safeguard the rights and interests of 
all parties in a restorative justice process, will serve to guide the implementation of 
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restorative justice programmes in Canada and elsewhere. 


Aboriginal Community-Based Initiatives advance effective corrections through testing 
and evaluating innovative models of offender treatment. This includes utilizing holistic 
and healing approaches in Aboriginal communities, and by focusing preventative 
activities on high-risk urban Aboriginal youth and the children and families of Aboriginal 
offenders. 


Over the next three years, the Department will work with communities, Aboriginal 
organizations, other government departments as well as other levels of government to 
implement pilot projects to determine the viability of these concepts and to test these 
initiatives in various regions of Canada. 


The objective of these projects is to demonstrate how increased use of community-based 
healing initiatives can be used to reduce the reliance on incarceration for Aboriginal 
offenders, reduce recidivism, and ultimately contribute to increased public safety. They 
should also demonstrate how breaking the cycle of offending from generation to 
generation and how early intervention could prevent youth who are at risk of offending 
from becoming involved in destructive lifestyles that harm themselves and others. 


The information gathered from these projects will be used to inform the public about 
alternatives to incarceration as well as initiatives to positively intervene with Aboriginal 
youth and families. The information will also be used to guide future policy and program 
development in this area. These initiatives support the Government of Canada’s 
commitments to reduce the over-representation of Aboriginal people in the criminal 
justice system and to strengthen its efforts to support community-based responses to 
crime. 


Legislative and policy responses are essential to ensure a continued robust and sound 
framework for corrections. Over the next three years, the Corrections and Conditional 
Release Act and Transfer of Offenders Act will continue to be reviewed and proposals 
developed for amendments and modernizing of correctional legislation. 


Development of policy responses contribute to legislative reform and development of 
effective criminal justice and social policy. Working with other federal government 
departments, the provinces and territories, options will be explored for enhancing the 
responses to key policy issues. Examples of such areas are sex offender registries, the 
role of victims, crime prevention and international corrections issues. 


Another key aspect of effective corrections is to contribute to public education through 
the provision of programs to inform key groups on correctional issues and approaches. 
Consultations on key areas of policy development are conducted to ensure that policy and 
legislation are responsive to the needs of Canadians. 
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| 4. Establishment and maintenance of policing services that are professional, 
effective and responsive to the needs of First Nations and Inuit 


communities 


The First Nations Policing Policy and Program (FNPP) was approved in 1991 as the 
framework for the negotiation of First Nations and Inuit policing arrangements between 
the federal government, provincial/territorial governments and First Nations and Inuit 
communities. Policing agreements are cost shared 52% by Canada and 48% by the 
province/territory. 


Through this partnership, the FNPP has become the basis for public security and stability 
in First Nations communities. It has provided meaningful employment opportunities for 
police officers and civilian staff and enhanced community support for other elements of 
the justice system. 


The FNPP currently does not have the capacity to expand or enhance the program. One 
of the challenges facing the Department will be to develop options to deal with the 
additional demands for new agreements and budget pressures for established police 
services. 


Over the next three years the Department will focus on: enhanced governance and 
accountability; tripartite policing agreements; and innovative policing approaches. 


Enhanced governance and accountability in First Nations police services and 
governing authorities will ensure that police services are accountable to the communities 
they serve, deliver the policing service that is expected and manage funds effectively. 
Strengthened capacity building, governance and financial controls in the police services 
will ensure the successful implementation of policing agreements. 


Over the next three years the focus will be on governance workshops, training programs 
for police chiefs and police governing authorities; mandatory annual audited financial 
statements; periodic audits of agreements; continuing work with provinces/territories and 
First Nations on an approach to national and regional standards; developing an 
information database and a research framework to examine the elements of effective 
policing as they pertain to First Nations policing; and developing a comprehensive set of 
performance indicators that can be used to measure First Nations police effectiveness 
over the longer term.. 


This strategy will be ongoing to ensure the effective delivery of policing services in First 
Nations communities. Progress will be monitored through on-going consultations with 
provinces/territories and First Nations communities as well as independent evaluations. 
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Tripartite Policing Agreements bring culturally appropriate and dedicated community 
policing to First Nations and provide the stability required for social and economic 
initiatives to succeed. 


Over the next three years the Department will undertake to maximize access by First 
Nations to effective, professional and culturally responsive First Nations policing 
arrangements within available program resources through the negotiation and renewal of 
tripartite agreements that are consistent with the policy principles and with program 
priorities. The exact number and timing of agreements will depend on available funding 
and readiness of our partners. 


As part of the Labrador Innu Healing Strategy, the Department, the Government of 
Newfoundland and Labrador and the Labrador Innu will work in partnership to address 
the serious health and social issues in the communities of Sheshashiu and Davis Inlet 
through the negotiation of tripartite policing agreements. Dedicated policing will 
contribute to the improvement of social order, public security and personal safety and will 
ensure a Safe and secure environment for the implementation of other federal investments 
in these two communities. 


Innovative approaches in First Nations policing will allow First Nations police 
services to effectively police and prevent crime in their communities, resulting in greater 
stability, public security and personal safety. These will support and enhance the success 
of social and economic initiatives. 


Over the next three years the Department will provide funding to First Nations police 
services and organizations for specific projects that will encourage and facilitate safer, 
healthier and more sustainable communities through crime prevention initiatives. These 
projects will be monitored and assessed on a regular basis to determine best practices that 
can be shared across other communities. 


Specific funding has recently been provided under the Measures to Combat Organized 
Crime Initiative and the Tobacco Control Strategy for the Mohawk Territory of 
Akwesasne. The territory has unique geographic challenges and jurisdictional 
complexities and as a result there are criminal smuggling operations that use the territory 
as a transit point for illegal immigrants, drugs, tobacco, alcohol, firearms and other 
commodities. This funding has been provided under a five-year contribution agreement 
and will enable AMP to participate in joint investigative activities with the RCMP and 
other law enforcement agencies to stem the conduct of illegal activities including the 
curtailing of tobacco contraband activities in and around the community. 


In addition, the December 2001 Budget identified funds for other cross-border organized 
crime initiatives. Agreements have not yet been negotiated. It is expected that the 
contribution agreements will be finalized by summer 2002. 
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5. Effective delivery of criminal justice programs through faster and better 
criminal justice information sharing $5,713.9K 


Canadians expect law enforcement, prosecution, courts, corrections and parole agencies 
at all levels of government across the country to work in concert with one another, using 
and sharing the most current, most relevant, and most reliable information available to 
support their decisions in delivering criminal justice programs and in protecting the 
Canadian public from harm. 


In the 1997 Speech from the Throne, the Government stated that it would “...integrate 
information systems of all partners in the criminal justice system...”. In response, the 
Integrated Justice Information (IJI) initiative was launched to enhance public safety 
through the elimination of obstacles to quick and effective sharing of operational 
information across the justice system. 


To date, the IJI Secretariat has initiated a number of policy and technology-related 
projects to support the establishment of an information-sharing infrastructure, the 
“Canada Public Safety Information Network” (CPSIN), for the Government of Canada 
and, within a framework of partnerships with other jurisdictions and key stakeholders, for 
the criminal justice system at large. 


Over the next three years the Department will focus on: developing key partnerships 
among agencies in the criminal justice system and the promotion of standards and tools to 
support exchange of information and interoperability among partners. These initiatives 
are possible due to the funding received in the December 2001 Budget specifically for 
CPSIN. 


Developing key partnerships will continue to be a primary focus for this initiative. 
Through these partnerships, the Department will be able to foster effective cooperation 
and coordination to support the sharing of information amongst key partners. An 
outreach program will be undertaken to broaden the involvement of federal, provincial, 
territorial and municipal members of the justice community in CPSIN. Through this 
outreach program, the Department will work toward the development of a national policy 
approach to information management and information sharing. This will include the 
development of supportive policy, legislation and governance frameworks. 


Common Architecture, Standards and Tools are essential if CPSIN is to support 
complete, timely and accurate electronic information sharing among various agencies and 
governments. 


Acceptance and use of common data definitions by the partners is absolutely critical for 

effective information exchanges. Significant progress toward the completion of core data 
dictionary for the criminal justice system has been made. This includes the establishment 
of a design and approval process for defining data standards at the federal level and in the 
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criminal justice community. In addition, there has been agreement on common data 
naming conventions and data classification systems. 


The Department will continue working in conjunction with partners on the development 
of common data standards including the completion of the first edition of the federal core 
data dictionary. 


Currently there is not a standardized source for information relating to criminal offences 
available to the criminal justice community. This impacts on the ability for agencies to 
share information and report on a consistent basis. The Department, in collaboration with 
the Department of Justice, will be undertaking a prototype project to determine the 
structure, content and distribution architecture required to develop a shared Common 
Offence Library. The prototype will also demonstrate the viability and necessity of this 
common approach. 


As well, the Department will explore specific opportunities for working more closely 
with various Government On-Line initiatives. The focus will be on optimizing research 
and development of emerging interoperability and technological solutions. 
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6. Engagement of citizens, all levels of government and the voluntary sector 


in criminal justice policy development $4,105.1K 


The Department has a longstanding, historical relationship with voluntary sector 
organizations across Canada. These organizations make significant contributions to 
criminal justice policy development. The voluntary sector provides an access point for 
Canadians to participate in the achievement of common goals and objectives through 
joint initiatives and actions. 


The Department is committed to maintaining and strengthening its efforts to engage 
citizens and the voluntary sector in an informed dialogue on public safety issues and the 
Portfolio’s policy agenda. To this end, the Department provides annual, sustainable 
funding to fourteen national voluntary organizations active in the criminal justice and 
corrections sector. These funds provide a stable and predictable base for organizations 
and allow them to pursue activities directly related to the public safety priorities of the 
Portfolio. 


The Department has maintained a highly visible presence in the development and 
implementation of the Government of Canada — Voluntary Sector Initiative in order to 
enhance mechanisms for joint collaboration with voluntary organizations in the 
development of portfolio policies and plans. 


The Department will work with voluntary organizations over the next three years on 
policy development projects designed to help build policy-capacity in the voluntary sector 
as well as provide valuable policy input into the Department in key criminal justice and 
public safety areas. Projects sponsored by the Department will canvass critically 
important areas including corrections and justice policy, restorative justice, mental health 
in the criminal justice system, youth safety and addressing the needs of families of 
offenders. 
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7. Effective and efficient corporate infrastructure to support departmental 


objectives $11,706.1K | 
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Departmental objectives and priorities will continue to be supported through: 


Support to the Deputy Solicitor General in her responsibility to advise and support the 
Minister in the management and control of the Department and Solicitor General 
Portfolio and in his responsibilities in Parliament, Cabinet and those defined by law. 


Human Resource Management will focus on the ability of the Department to attract, 
develop and retain highly qualified individuals who are representative of Canadian 
society and have the skills, attitudes, creativity and values needed to support the mandate 
and to address the opportunities and challenges facing the Department over the next three 
years. There will also be a focus on improving the daily use of both official languages 
throughout the workplace to ensure the language of work obligations are fulfilled. 


In support of this, a core curriculum of formal training requirements will be developed to 
ensure that employees have the knowledge and skills required to meet the business 
objectives of the organization; the Department will expand the use of developmental 
assignments; partnerships will be developed with other departments/agencies that share 
similar training requirements; and a coaching/mentoring program will be implemented to 
provide support to all employees. Employee feedback will be used to assess results. 


Public Education will continue to focus on raising awareness about Canada’s criminal 
justice system through production of tool kits and videos. 


Government On-Line has provided the Department with the opportunity to begin work 
on establishing a Public Safety Portal. The Portal will provide Canadians and their 
communities with a single window access point to a broad range of public safety 
information without the need to understand the complex jurisdictional breakdown of 
responsibilities for public safety in Canada. Given recent tragic events in the US, the 
Public Safety Portal will become an even more valuable resource for Canadians with 
questions, concerns, and information needs in the area of public safety. 


The initial version of the portal, involving Portfolio Agencies and allowing for 
connectivity to the Justice and the Law Cluster, is expected to be launched in the spring 
of 2002. Consultations and focus groups with our partners and users will be used to 
evaluate the portal throughout the development and to determine next steps. 


Modern Comptrollership is a government-wide reform focused on the sound 
management of resources and effective decision-making. In support of this initiative, the 
Department will establish a “Comptroller” position to oversee the development of 
performance information, a risk management policy and management control systems.

art Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III —- Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are tabled in the spring and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing 
Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

2.1 Raison d’étre

Official statistics are an indispensable element in 
the information system of a democratic society. 
Statistics Canada is at the core of an integrated and 
efficient statistical system, serving all sectors of 
Canadian society. 


Relevant, timely, high-quality statistical information is needed, and used, by 
governments, institutions, businesses, media, universities, as well as by policy-makers, 
scholars, and private individuals. Its uses are many and varied — to form policy and 
evaluate its outcomes; to conduct research and shed empirical light on evolving issues; to 
aid in public understanding and decision-making; and to foster informed debate on events 
shaping and touching all who live and work in society. 


Statistics Canada’s raison d’étre is to produce and to provide relevant, timely, high- 
quality statistical information to serve the changing needs of society -- its decision- 
makers and its populace. An activity that is especially important in an open, democratic 
society, because it provides objective information to Canadians and their elected 
representatives on the evolution of its society and economy. 


To do this, Statistics Canada’s official statistics must be: 
e relevant and timely 

objective and impartial 

accurate 

comprehensive and comparable 

methodologically sound 

easily accessed and understood 


And they must meet the test of practical use to its users, stakeholders, and the general 
public. 
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2.2 Aims 


Statistics Canada aims to produce and to provide relevant, timely, high-quality statistics 
and analyses on social and economic occurrences for use in: 

keeping the public informed, and aiding in its understanding 

generating informed public debate, discussions, and exchanges 

supporting policy debates and advocacy with impartial information 
monitoring the country’s economic and social condition, nature, and state 
planning and evaluating policies, programs, and investments of governments 
and private sector 

conducting research and interpreting its findings to others 

developing performance information 


Agency data are also required for statutory and regulatory purposes. Uses include: 

e distribute federal funds to provinces (Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements 
Act) 

e apportion federal-provincial tax revenues (Harmonized Sales Tax) 

e index various types of federal payments to beneficiaries and income tax credits 
(Income Tax Act) 

e determine areas of eligibility for supplementary benefits (Employment Insurance 
Act) 

e determine distribution of parliamentary seats among provinces and define federal 
electoral districts (Electoral Boundaries Readjustment Act) 

e designate federal bilingual services areas (Official Languages Act) 

e measure prevalence of sub-populations which are the focus of the federal 
employment equity program (Employment Equity Act). 


Other federal legislation also requires Statistics Canada to produce data for specific 
purposes.

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SECTION III: PLANS AND PRIORITIES BY STRATEGIC 
OUTCOMK(S) 


3.1 Challenges and Risks 


Statistics Canada’s main challenge lies in its continuing capability to produce high- 
quality statistical information. Its effectiveness, in doing this, depends on the: 
e relevance of its information 
perception held of its credibility 
quality of its products and services 
ease of access to its products and services 
attainment of its high professional standards 
control of its reporting burden on Canadians. 


The gathering of information involves a partnership with all Canadians. In this 
partnership, Canadians both contribute and benefit. Information is provided to Statistics 
Canada, through surveys and access to administrative records; Statistics Canada, after 
compiling and analyzing this information, provides, and makes available to all valued- 
added information products using various media. 


Statistics Canada’s statistical program and system was structured to provide information 
on the macro-economy, the micro-economy, and the socio-demographic makeup of 
Canada, as well as on its public institutions and their programs. 


This kind of information continues to constitute the Agency’s “core” program, and to be 
relevant. The Agency must, however, ensure it is responsive to the changing, and often 
complex, information requirements of continually emerging issues. 


Some emerging areas requiring more information and analysis to assist public and private 
decision-makers in understanding the issues they face and in helping them to deal with 
them are: 

e new federal-provincial fiscal arrangements 
the health of Canadians and supporting systems 
factors affecting economic performance in a new knowledge-based economy 
micro-economic factors affecting economic growth and competitiveness 
social cohesion and human development 
global opportunities and challenges 


In this dynamic environment, maintaining the relevance of Statistics Canada’s 
contribution to meet information needs such as these, while safeguarding the integrity of 
its “core” program, continues to be the Agency’s main challenge, as stated, over the 
planning horizon under review. 
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The Agency continues, and has been able, to manage its capacity to respond to a rapid 
growth in demand for its information products and analysis. 


This growing demand for its statistical products and analysis results from a number of 
factors. The most important is an increasing reliance on evidence-based decision-making 
in policy formulation and program evaluation. Balancing these demands with its 
infrastructure capacities requires very close management of the Agency’s operations and 
resources. The challenge will be to ensure these capacities continue to provide for 
optimum performance in, and response tc, meeting new information demands. 


Without doubt, the recognition of the importance of sound information on which to 
formulate policy and make decisions has become widespread in a regime of “getting 
government right” and “managing for results”, since this kind of information and analysis 
underpins measures of intended policy outcomes. 


The strategies chosen to direct the Agency’s operating activities over the planning period 
under review will be key in contributing to its future success. To the extent it can, the 
Agency will take steps to nurture and protect its professional and operational capacities 
underlying the national statistical system — the knowledge infrastructure. The features of 
which are the foundation of the Agency’s current and future statistical relevance, 
organizational flexibility, and professional strength. 


Statistical Program and Analytic Challenges 

Some of the more daunting program-driven work initiatives, and the issues related to 
them, to which the Agency must pay close management attention over the planning 
review period are: 


2001 Census of Population 

e The 2001 Census has been completed. 
Challenge: will be to provide the broadest possible array of information to 
Canadians on its results. 


Post-censal surveys 

e The full range of post-censal surveys will be carried out in 2002-03: Participation 
and Activities Limitation; Aboriginal Peoples; and Ethnic Diversity. 
Challenge: will be processing these surveys’ information, and developing an 
effective release strategy for the large volume of information, resulting from these 
unique data sets. 


2006 Census of Population 

e Fundamental changes in methodology are planned for the 2006 Census. 
Challenge: will be the large number of logistical and system changes which will 
have to be carefully planned and managed. 
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Health information 

e The Health Information Roadmap initiative, including the Canadian Community 
Health Survey (CCHS), was initiated in February 1999 for a four-year period. 
Challenge: will be to disseminate its results in ways which are timely and 
effective, as the survey’s first cycle is nearly complete. 


Research data centres for social statistics 

e Nine of the Agency’s research data centres, to foster the use of Canadian data for 
social science research, are now open and operating. 
Challenge: will be the production of meaningful analysis and analytical products, 
with the opening of the Agency’s research data centres. 


Monthly and quarterly business surveys on-line 

e Statistics Canada is gradually implementing the use of electronic data reporting 
(EDR) for these surveys and, within this approach, it has taken measures to ensure 
respondents’ confidentiality and privacy are protected. 


Challenge: will be to implement plans to offer many of these sub-annual surveys 
on-line by 2004. 


3.2 Key Partnerships 


Partnerships and cost-sharing arrangements with other departments, and with other 
jurisdictions and external organizations, are intrinsic aspects of program delivery. These 
relationships are key to the development of effective plans. Statistics Canada will 
continue to foster these kinds of arrangements over the planning period, as they have 
proven to serve not only the needs of the stakeholders, but also those of the national 
statistical system and the Canadian research community. 


3.3 Performance Monitoring 


The Agency’s fundamental raison d’étre is the production of statistical information. Its 
effectiveness in doing this depends on its objectivity and credibility, and its ability to 
produce relevant, timely, accessible and accurate information, to attain high professional 
standards, and to control the burden on survey respondents. 


The Agency is committed to monitoring its performance on four major dimensions; these 
dimensions and the major stakeholders for each are: 


e the quality of information, where quality is broadly defined as fitness for use, is 
of major interest to users of Statistics Canada’s information products 
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e the financial performance of the Agency, including efficiency, good 
management, and proper use of taxpayers money, is of concern to our funders: the 
government and citizens of Canada 


e the response burden we impose on respondents, how we interact with them, and 
the care with which we protect their information is of primary concern to them 


e our human resource management is of primary concern to our employees. 


Statistics Canada’s Quality Assurance Framework comprises six fundamental indicators, 
each with a number of sub-indicators to measure performance: Program Relevance; 
Accuracy of Information; Timeliness of Information; Accessibility of Information; 
Interpretability of Information; and Coherence of Information. 


The quality dimension of information is fundamental to the operation of the Agency and 
is monitored through the Quality Assurance Framework. Quality in this framework is 
defined as fitness for use. 


The Agency, by the nature of its mandate, as a national statistical information system, 
commits itself to the Maintenance of a National Statistical Knowledge Infrastructure, so 
essential to its continuing capability to produce and provide relevant statistics, which 
becomes a seventh indicator. It is important to understand that, because these elements 
are horizontal in nature, cutting across the Agency, and its organizational functions, 
within a professional matrix structure, resources associated to each one can not be easily 
discussed.

* Mission critical surveys: The Agency has identified as “departmental mission critical programs” those 


that provide key current socio-economic indicators. These are: the Labour Force Survey, the Consumer 


Price Index, the Monthly Survey of Manufacturers, International Trade Statistics, Monthly 
Wholesale/Retail Trade Survey, the Quarterly Gross Domestic Product, the Survey of Employment, 


Payrolls and Hours (income component), the Quarterly Financial Survey and the Industrial Product Price 


Index. 
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Financial Performance is monitored at a broad level through financial management 
information systems to provide information on expenditure and program efficiency, and 
on costs by program, organizational unit, and function. Underlying these systems is a 
framework of financial policies and procedures, cost recording systems, and internal 
financial performance measures. 


Respondent burden and respondent relations more generally are monitored in a variety of 
ways, including direct measurement of the number of respondent hours required to 
complete Statistics Canada surveys, identifying and exploiting alternative information 
sources, developing alternative means of reporting and collecting information and 
through feedback obtained from respondents. 


Human Resource Management is monitored through regular employee feedback from 
internal, and public service-wide, surveys, exit and turnover rates, knowledge transfer, 
exit interviews, as well as through Biennial, every second year, and Quadrennial, every 
fourth year, Program Reports. 
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3.4 Strategic Outcome(s), Plans, Priorities, and Resources 


The Agency, by the nature of its mandate, does not play a direct role in policy 
development. The Agency does, however, play a central role in enlightening, and 
contributing to, public policy discussion. Many of the current domestic issues of the day 
are discussed and assessed using Statistics Canada data and analyses. The 2001 Speech 
from the Throne identified issues, such as health, skills and learning, Aboriginal children, 
environment — every one of which has been, and continues to be, illuminated by the 
Agency’s information products. 


The planning activities highlighted in the following table under the heading “Plans and 


Related Activities” will be subject to review and reporting using Statistics Canada’s 
Quality Assurance Framework. 
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A. Information to support informed policy formulation and decision- 
making 


Relevant and insightful statistical information is one of Canada’s most important 
commodities. Statistics Canada is at the core of an integrated and efficient statistical 
system, serving all sectors of Canadian society. For the planning horizon, Statistics 
Canada will undertake a number of activities to reinforce its core program in the 
following areas which continue to be important to key stakeholders in policy formulation 
and decision making. 


I. 2001 Census of Population 


The federal government will distribute approximately $47 billion dollars of funds in 
2002-2003, based on the 2001 Census results. The key components of the distributions 
are the Canadian health and social transfers, territorial formula financing, as well as 
equalization payments. The 2001 Census, conducted basically in the same manner as in 
previous censuses, was held on May 15, 2001. The census collects a wide range of 
information on every man, woman and child living in Canada.

For the upcoming years, activities for the 2001 Census of Population will focus mainly on 
the following activities: 


" process census information scheduled for completion in fall 2002 

= release population and dwelling counts scheduled for March 2002. Other results from 
the 2001 Census will be released starting in the summer of 2002, using various media, 
such as the Internet, CD-ROMs, press releases and publications 

= release preliminary estimates of the 2001 Census coverage studies scheduled for 
spring 2003 

« final release coverage studies scheduled for fall 2003, when population estimates will 
be recalculated using these estimates and the 2001 Census results. 
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2. 2006 Census of Population 


The 2006 Census cannot be a “status quo” census. External and internal pressures have 
made it necessary for Statistics Canada to change its collection methodology and its 
means of data capture. Issues such as privacy, diminished keying capacity, the Agency’s 
obligation under the Government on Line initiative, the public expectation for an Internet 
application, the increased challenges associated with hiring and retaining a very large 
decentralized staff, and the increased timeliness pressures all necessitate a major change 
to the current way in which the Agency collects and processes census data. 


In order to respond to these challenges and capitalize on the opportunities presented by 
proven collection and processing technologies, Statistics Canada plans to introduce a 
number of changes. First, the Agency plans to enhance and increase the scope and 
quality of their existing Address Register to cover areas accounting for over 80% of the 
dwellings in Canada and subsequently allowing them to mail-out questionnaires to about 
two-thirds of the dwellings. The other one-third would be handled much in the same way 
as is done today. Second, in addition to completing the paper questionnaire, there are 
plans to introduce an integrated Internet option, with the appropriate security and built-in 
edits. The planning assumptions are that 20-25% of households will choose this method 
of response. Third, the Agency plans to have all responses (questionnaires and 
electronic) channelled to one central data capture facility, where there are plans to use 
scanning (Intelligent Character Recognition - ICR) to virtually eliminate intensive data 
entry. There are also plans to automate response completeness checks from regional 
computer-assisted telephone interviewing sites. These measures are intended to address 
privacy issues, reduce the number of field staff, and the need for a large keying operation. 
ICR also holds the prospects of reducing processing timeframes substantially. 


As the 2006 Census entails significant methodological changes, plans call for a complete 
Dress Rehearsal to be conducted in 2004. Over the next few years, the focus will be on 
the following activities: 


# part of the 2006 Census strategy is to consider outsourcing various census activities 
and this is being reviewed | 

= work on questionnaire design/development is underway. A number of questionnaires 
have been designed and are presently undergoing focus group testing 

= planning for the 2006 Census consultation process has begun. Preliminary meetings 
with inter-departmental committees, advisory committees, etc, will begin during the 
winter of 2002 and the consultation process will be conducted in the spring of 2002 
(consultation materials are presently being developed). 
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3. 2001 Census of Agriculture 


The first set of data on farm counts and totals from the 2001 Census of Agriculture will 
be released on May 15, 2002, exactly one year after Census Day. The first release will 
profile farm attributes including crop areas, livestock and poultry numbers, capital values, 
expenses and sales, computer usage and organic farming. The second release, on 
November 20", 2002, will provide information on farm operators including age and sex 
of operators, amount of on- and off-farm work, and farm-related injuries. All data will be 
available at the Canada, provincial, agriculture region, county or census division, and 
municipality or census sub-division geographic levels. 


Work on the final two major initiatives of the 2001 Census of Agriculture also begins in 
2002. The Agriculture-Population Linkage Database, which links data from the two 
censuses to profile the socio-economic characteristics of farm operators, their families 
and households, will be released in the fall of 2003. Development of the last of the 2001 
product line, the flagship publication Canadian Agriculture at a Glance, starts in 2002 as 
well. This compendium of analytical articles, graphs and maps draws from Census of 
Agriculture and other data sources and will be released in the spring of 2004. 


4. 2006 Census of Agriculture 


The Census of Agriculture has traditionally been collected at the same time as the Census 
of Population, using a common collection methodology. The current methodology has 
been in use since 1971, but it must now be redeveloped to address various issues 
expressed by Canadians, such as concerns for privacy and the use of local enumerators, 
and to add a full Internet response option. The successful partnership between the two 
censuses will continue in 2006, using the new methodologies developed and tested by 
Statistics Canada, to modernize collection procedures. Development work on these 
procedures will begin in 2002 to prepare for the complete census collection “dress 
rehearsal” in May 


5. Post-Censal Surveys 


e 2001 Aboriginal Peoples’ Survey 
This initiative is to provide comprehensive data focussed on the specific interests 


of Aboriginal groups. It is complemented by a concurrent initiative to develop a 
statistical capacity among the Aboriginal people. 


In December 1997, the federal government’s response to the final Report of the 
Royal Commission on Aboriginal Peoples: Canada’s National Aboriginal 
Strategy, was approved. Statistics Canada received incremental funding in its 
1998 budget to act as a partner in this initiative. Its contribution to it was to 
conduct an Aboriginal Peoples’ Survey, and create a statistical training program 
for 30 to 40 Aboriginal persons a year. 


In accomplishing this, the Agency’s focus has been on establishing a working 
relationship with National Aboriginal groups. The survey design takes into 
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account the need for “core” national data, as well as for data specific to various 
Aboriginal groups. In 2001-02, the first phase of data collection took place. The 
second phase, targeting only the population reporting Aboriginal ancestry, will 
take place from April to June 2002. Dissemination plans will be developed in 
consultation with Aboriginal groups, and with other stakeholders, over the next 
year. Data are scheduled to be available in summer 2003. Work in future years 
will focus on analysis and dissemination activities. 


e 2001 Participation and Activities Limitation Survey 
This initiative was to produce information on adults and children with disabilities 


in Canada, on their social support needs, and on the degree to which persons with 
disabilities are involved in school, work, and everyday activities. At the request 
of the sponsor, Human Resource Development Canada, a new approach was 
developed to identify persons with disabilities, with the intention of being able to 
use the questions in other surveys. 


Data collection for this survey was carried out from September 2001 to January 
2002. Dissemination plans are being developed. The release of the initial data is 
planned for winter 2003. Funding ends in March 2003. Because disability is a 
fluid concept, analysis and evaluation of the applicability of this approach is 
needed to assess the comparability of data with other sources. 


e Ethnic Diversity Survey 
The survey’s objectives are: first, to produce information to understand better how 


Canadians of different ethnic backgrounds interpret and report their ethnicity by 
exploring various dimensions and measures of ethnicity, such as ethnic ancestry, 
and ethnic identity; and, second, to produce information on ethnic diversity in 
Canada, as well as on the interaction of ethno-cultural characteristics and socio- 
economic outcomes. 


Data will be collected for this survey from April to June 2002. Content modules 
include ethnic self-definition, respondent and family background, social networks, 
family interaction, interactions with society, civic participation, and knowledge of 
languages and language use. The data release is planned for summer 2003. 


6. North American Transportation in Figures 


Statistics Canada, in partnership with statistical agencies and policy departments in the 
United States, Mexico, and Canada, completed a new report, North American 
Transportation in Figures. The report, available on the Internet, provides a 
comprehensive set of statistical indicators on the use of, performance for, and impact of 
transportation in North America. It also covers a wide variety of transportation subjects 
among the three countries. Included in them are transportation and the economy; safety; 
merchandise trade; freight activity; passenger travel; infrastructure; and energy and 
environment. Joint work by the three countries was postponed in 2001-02, due to the 
September wis 2001 events. In 2002-03, the three countries will continue their work on 
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continental harmonisation and integration of transportation, and related statistics, by 
creating a database on the Internet, where the data series in the publication can be 
updated independently by each country. 


7. Customs Blueprint 


Canada Customs and Revenue Agency (CCRA) officially launched the Customs Self- 
Assessment Program in early December 2001. It is expected that, over the next few years, 
the majority of the larger Canadian enterprises will be reporting their trade statistics using 
the information that resides in their own business accounting systems. 


The Customs Blueprint Project (International Trade Division, Statistics Canada) has 
completed the phase one analysis of the current processing of CCRA imports data. 
During the fiscal year 2002-2003, the completion of this project will involve the 
production of detailed specification outlining the system changes required of the current 
applications, and the designing and building of a new application. 


One significant result of this project will be the change in focus of the traditional 
aggregate analysis of trade statistics on Country of Origin, Province of Clearance, 
Harmonized Classification. Emphasis will be to include the economic agent, the 
importer. 


The modifications to the systems and procedures will encompass all aspects of the 
treatment of the import trade statistics, resulting in the ability to more thoroughly analyze 
the data, and become more efficient in identifying and either correcting or verifying 
anomalies. 


The implementation of the new process and procedures is scheduled for early in the fiscal 
year 2003-2004. 
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B. Information needed to meet emerging issues and new challenges 


The dynamic nature of Canadian society requires the Agency to be continually responsive 
to new information requirements in order to be in a position to provide Canadians, and 
their policy institutions, with information to understand better changes taking place, and 
their magnitude and underlying causalities. The Agency will pursue a number of 
initiatives to respond to new information needs in the following areas. 


I. Develop the Survey Research Program in response to information needs to meet 
emerging and new policy challenges — Data Gaps IT 


Issues identified by the Policy Research 
Initiative will continue to be a key focus of 
Statistics Canada over the next year. 

Under the Policy Research Initiative, the Economic growth 
program of surveys currently being 
conducted will be reviewed in 2002-03. 
For 2002-03, the Agency will complete a 
number of data gap initiatives in response 
to the information demands in the areas of | Human development 
the knowledge-based economy, economic | 
growth, social cohesion, human 
development, and global challenges and 
opportunities. 


Social cohesion 


Activities in support of the Knowledge-Based Economy and Society information 
needs 


In response to new information needs on the effects of knowledge and higher-level skills 
in the labour market and among firms, the following programs have been initiated: 


e Access to, and Use of, Information Communication Technology 
The project’s objective is to measure the extent to which Canadians have access to 
these technologies, how often they are used, and the purpose of their use. The 
survey will provide information on such topics as the: 
> equipment and communications services to which people currently have 
access 
use made of equipment/services 
time spent on these activities 
demographics of users/non-users 
factors influencing people’s decision not to use this equipment/these services 
history/flow of access to computers 
affect of technology on people’s lives 
adequacy of Canadian content in on-line services.

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| Planned activities: 

| The topic on one of the latest General Social Surveys was “Access to and Use of 
| Information Communication Technology”. Initial findings for this survey were 
released on 26" March 2001. A public use data file was released, and a number 
of analytic studies have been conducted. Special tabulations are currently 

| being produced. The project is to be completed in 2002-2003. Continuation of 
| this initiative will be subject to a priority-setting review to occur in 2002. 


An Index of Total Labour Compensation 


The project is to develop a new labour cost index (LCI) to assist policy-makers in 

assessing current labour market developments — an essential ingredient to 

implementing stabilization policies. The new series will also permit new or better 

research on topics such as the: 

> role of labour-cost pressures in inflation process and business cycle 

> way particular labour markets adjust to changes in labour demand and supply 

> role of non-wage benefits and pay ‘at risk’ in overall compensation and in 
promoting wage flexibility 

> relationship between wage flexibility and employment adjustment. 


| Work is continuing with the objective of producing an experimental labour cost 
| index for 2001 and 2002 by the fall of 2003. An assessment of the LCI data in 
Lterms'of mecing chentnecds will subsequently be conducted. 


Workplace and Employee Survey 


Policy research on workers and the workplace has been incomplete, because two 

elements are missing: 

> basic information on demand for labour 

> inability to link demand side information to the supply side of the labour 
market; i.e., the inability to link the results of company decisions for workers. 


The aim of the Workplace and Employee Survey (WES) is to eliminate this data 
gap by collecting information on the workplace and on how it is changing, and the 
its effects on workers. 


| A conference of policy analysts, academic labour economists and industrial 
! relations researchers, highlighting WES-based research is scheduled for 2002. 


| The project will be completed in 2002-2003. Further developments are subject 
to a Policy Research Data Group (PRDG) priority-setting exercise in February 
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Activities in support of Economic Growth information needs 


Economic growth is central to wealth and job creation. Yet many aspects of it are not 
clearly understood, particularly in the areas of the determinants of productivity growth 
and slowdown, both factors in the United States’, but not in Canada’s, economic 
performance in the 1990s, and the relationship between productivity growth and the 
environment. 


Projects planned to fill data gaps in this will be: 


e The Information System for Science and Technology Project 


Science and technology activities are central to creating jobs and economic 
growth, to improving quality of life, and to advancing knowledge. Although 
effective exploitation of science and technology is fundamental to individual and 
societal well being, many questions on this issue can not be answered with the 
statistical information available a number of years ago. 


An information system for science and technology was launched in April 1996 to 
address the information gaps in this area. The project provides integrated 
information on three aspects of science and technology in Canada: basic 
performance of science and technology, including research, development and 
innovation, in all sectors of the economy; economic and social impacts of 
technological innovation; and diffusion of technologies and ideas in a knowledge- 
based economy. 


The project aims at developing three sets of measurements under the headings of 
science and technology, innovation, and diffusion and appropriation. These 
measurements will serve to provide a coherent picture of the Canadian system of 
innovation and its relation to the knowledge-based economy. 


| Planned activities: 

For the coming fiscal year, new results on biotechnology activities and firms 
will be released and new analysis based on the General Social Survey will 
examine the use of information and communication technologies by people. 
The project is to be completed in 2002-2003. Further developments are subject 
to a PRDG priority-setting exercise in 2002.

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e Socio-Economic Indicators of ““Connectedness’’ 


This project will provide information on factors influencing Canada’s ability to 
achieve its objective to make the knowledge infrastructure accessible to all 
Canadians. It will also serve to determine the use, or planned use, of information 
and communication technologies by households and other sectors of the economy, 
as well as on their readiness to engage in electronic commerce. Measuring 
electronic commerce is a key part of the project. 


| Planned activities: 

| For the coming year, questions added to the Household Internet Use Survey for 
| the cross-economy surveys of electronic commerce, and of the use of 

| information and communication technologies, and electronic commerce 

| questions, will be analysed to gain new insight into the use of electronic 


| commerce in Canada. Also, the ‘Connectedness Series’ will be continued to 

| provide a vehicle for the analytical products coming out of these and other 

| surveys. At the same time, the Agency will explore ways in which data could be 

| gathered on Canadians’ use of electronic networks. The project is to be 

| completed in 2002-2003. Further developments are subject to a PRDG priority- 
| setting exercise in 2002. 


The Agency will continue to work internally, and closely, with Industry Canada to 
develop new and timely measures of electronic commerce, and other aspects of 
the network economy. 


e Environment Statistics Program 


The Program’s objective is to provide Canadians with consistent, comprehensive 

and pertinent information with which to study the relationship between the 

environment and human activities. The mandate is carried out through two main 

activities: 

> integration of environmental information with Statistics Canada’s socio- 
economic data 

> collection of data on environmental protection directly from businesses, 
households, and governments, through several surveys on the production and 
consumption of environmental goods and services. 
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| Planned activities: 

| The environmental statistics program has four major elements: a set of 

| environmental accounts and indicators; a set of environmental surveys; a 
spatial data infrastructure and a quinquennial reference compendium entitled 
Human Activity and the Environment. In 2002-03, activities are planned in the 


| areas of environmental surveys including the next cycle of the Environment 

| Protection Expenditure Survey, the Waste Management Industry Survey and 
| the Environment Industry Survey. The first cycle of environmental accounts 
has been released, and feedback from users of these accounts will guide 


A four-year project to produce statistics on recycling of natural resource 
commodities will conclude in 2002-03. Data have been collected and compiled 
into an organised structure to facilitate analysis, and will be released in 2002-03. 
Extensive consultation has taken place with data providers and potential users, 
and a website, to be maintained by Natural Resources Canada, will be established 
to disseminate these statistics. Identified refinements to the methodology will be 
incorporated in the next cycle of the survey. 


Activities in support of Social Cohesion information needs 


Among the challenges in the area of Social Cohesion are issues related to polarization 
and Canadian identity. A research framework has been developed and, while there is a 
broad range of information from existing surveys, major information gaps still exist. A 
multi-faceted strategy is proposed, combining specific initiatives to meet short-term data 
needs, and to develop flexible data collection and analysis vehicles to address new 
questions that emerge from the ongoing research program. Areas to be covered by this 
initiative are: 


e General Social Survey (GSS) 
The aim of this project is to redesign and expand the GSS to provide data to 


support research initiatives, particularly in the areas of social cohesion and human 
development. 


| Data collection for Cycle 16 of the GSS will be in 2002 and will cover the theme 

| of social support for the senior population. This cycle will collect data on help | 
| provided to and received by people. As well, the survey will collect detailed 

| information on transitions to retirement, retirement planning, as well as other 
topics targeted at an older population. 
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e Hate Crime and Other Diversity Issues in the Justice System 


Hate-motivated crime and the perceived inequality of treatment of different 
groups by the justice system can polarize society along racial or ethnic lines. 
Hate-motivated crime has been identified as a major information gap. This 
project will assess existing information and seek to address gaps on experiences 
of various groups as victims, offenders and workers in the justice system to 
support the development of effective policy in response to hate-motivated activity 
and other diversity-related justice issues. 


| Planned activities: 

| In 2001-2002, a series of 10 profiles on minority groups interacting with the 

| justice community were completed. The profiles present socio-economic 

| characteristics of each group and any justice data that are available. A report is 
| being prepared on the diversity of persons working in the justice system. The 

| results of the first phase of a study of hate crime were released. Consultation 

| with the Police Information Statistics Committee of the Canadian Association 

| of the Chiefs of Police has provided general direction as to how this 

| information can best be collected. Work in 2002-2003 and subsequent years 


| will focus on testing data collection methods and attempting to establish 
L ongoing data collection mechanisms to address gaps. 


e Longitudinal Survey of Immigrants to Canada 


The Longitudinal Survey of Immigrants to Canada is designed to improve our 
understanding of how immigrants adjust to life in Canada. The survey will 
interview the same respondent at three points in time, after arriving in Canada: six 
months (Wave 1); two years (Wave 2); and four years (Wave 3). This design will 
facilitate detailed analysis of the factors influencing changes in the life of the 
immigrants over time. The study will focus only on issues related to short-term 
adjustments and integration. The results of this survey will guide the 
determination of which services are most effective in helping newcomers settle 
into Canadian society and will provide information on how new immigrants use 
the resources available to them. The target population of the survey is permanent 
residents 15 years of age and older arriving from outside Canada over a specified 
period of time. The primary unit of analysis for the survey is the individual 
immigrant. 


Current plans call for the release of the first wave of survey data in January 
| 2003. An analytical paper summarising the findings will be released, as well as 


| data tables. Collection of the second wave of data collection will be undertaken 
| in 2002. 
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e Culture Trade and Investment 


The Culture Trade and Investment Project was initiated in 1996-1997 with initial 
funding from the Department of Canadian Heritage, Industry Canada, the 
Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade, and Statistics Canada. 


The primary focus for the initial years was conceptual development and data 

mining: 

>» identifying relevant concepts and methodologies for assessing the role and 
contribution of culture trade activities 

> developing an integrated database on international trade in cultural goods and 
services (exploiting all available sources of data) 

>» identifying data gaps and appropriate strategies for enhancing culture trade 
data 

> producing technical documentation on culture trade 

> developing analytical products. 


Activities in support of Human Development information needs 


Human Development covers numerous aspects of the human experience: childhood, 
work, learning, aging, caring for others, and participation in the community. The 
following statistical projects will be undertaken to meet the needs identified as gaps by 
the Human Development Network initiative over the first several years of its research 
agenda. 


e Post-Secondary Transition Survey 


The Post-Secondary Transition Survey will provide information to understand 
better factors affecting the transition of Canada’s young people in moving 
between post-secondary education and the world of work. This will help in the 
development of youth policies and programs to achieve successful transitions into 
the labour market. Results will also identify concerns about social integration and 
social disenfranchisement. 
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The survey will reveal if there are major inefficiencies in the early stages of post- 
secondary education, and if “leavers” might benefit from alternative educational 
pathways. Information is critically needed to assess the magnitude of persons 
leaving the country upon graduation to understand the factors involved and to 
develop policies on the issue of the “brain-drain” - a growing policy concern 
relating to Canada’s competitiveness in the global economy. 


| Planned activities: 

| Data collection for the National Graduate Survey and a new survey, the Post- 
| secondary Participation Survey (PPS), a supplement to the Labour Force 

| Survey, will occur in 2002. The PPS will provide information on post- 

| secondary participation, post-secondary leavers, and graduates, student debt- 


| load and repayment. PPS key content areas are: 

| > access to post-secondary education, and retention of post-secondary 

| students 

| > indicators of student debt and repayment to facilitate monitoring of the 
Canada Student Loans Program. 


e Life Skills Survey 


As Canada’s economy and society change to become more knowledge-based, 
Canadians will face a new set of transition and adjustment challenges. The 
purpose of the International Life Skills Survey is to directly assess, via cognitive 
measures, the performance of adults aged 16 to 65 in the skill domains of prose 
literacy, document literacy, numeracy, and problem solving. The results will 
establish the level of skills among Canada’s working age population and will 
enable international comparisons. The project will be developed jointly with the 
OECD, thereby permitting the design and calibration of a series of generic tests to 
measure the aforementioned skills. 


| Planned activities: 

| The main field collection for this survey is expected to take place in 2002. 

| Release of an international comparative report is scheduled for September 

| 2004. Over the next two years, the major steps will be: linking and analyzing 


| microdata; and completing and publishing the International Life Skill Survey

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e Changing Life Paths and Time Allocation 


One of the major gaps in federal policy research identified by the federal Policy 
Research Initiative (PRI) concerns the life path and time allocation patterns of 
Canadians, how these patterns have been changing and what the impacts of these 
changes are. In particular, the PRI noted that “The way Canadians allocate their 
time to key life activities affects current and future production, the quality of care 
provided to children, the quality of life of individuals and families, and the 
strength of local communities. The consequences of family ‘time crunch’ and the 
changing nature of the world of work need to be monitored and better understood. 
More needs to be known about family preferences in balancing work, learning, 
leisure and caring activities.” The Life Paths project is an innovative effort to 
integrate data from across a variety of Statistics Canada data sources. The 
objective is to construct a statistical picture of the way Canadians spend their 
time, and the activities in which they engage, over their lifetimes. 


Planned activities: 

With the completion of the core model in 2001, activities are now planned in 
three major directions. First, is the production of a stream of analytical studies. | 
Some of these reflect the analysis that has gone into building the model. For 
example, one analysis has developed cohort trends in union formation and 
dissolution propensities by comparing/combining the 1995 General Social 

Survey and 1984 Family History Survey. 


The second planned set of activities is further extensions to the model’s | 
| capabilities; for example, income tax and cash transfer program modules, and a 

| module for personal saving. These are particularly important for analysis of 

| population aging and retirement income prospects.

| Planned activities: 

| Because of the complexity and the amount of collected and derived information, | 
| data have been released in two steps. A first release of the assets and debts data 

| occurred March 2001, with a second release in December 2001. A public-use 

| data file will be released in 2002. 


| A comparison of the SFS with aggregates from the System of National 

| Accounts was pursued and a paper reconciling the two sources of information 
| (and explaining potential differences) was released in March 2001. Other 

| research papers were released later in the year. 


| A consultation paper was issued to stakeholders explaining the proposed

e Enhanced Student Information System (ESIS) 


The project consists of establishing a national database of individual student 
records at all levels of education, kindergarten through post-secondary, public and 
private. Such information will provide for the analysis of student mobility and 
pathways over time, from one level of education to another, across institutions 
and jurisdictions, as well as more in-depth analysis of factors associated with 
education and labour market outcomes. 
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| ESIS has been successfully piloted and is now in its implementation phase. 
| Data are currently being compiled from the provinces. 


| > implementing the Classification of Instructional Programs, which is a much 
more detailed and modernised classification system of major field of study 
than is currently in place 
overcoming privacy concerns in some jurisdictions

e Education and Training Services Industry 


The Education and Training Services (ETS) industry is a complex sector 
comprised of Small and Medium Enterprises, the training arms of companies in 
other industrial sectors (e.g. telecommunications, health care, multimedia), and 
the commercial activities of colleges, universities and school boards. The sector 
represents a growing component of the supply of education and training in 
Canada. However, existing data collection projects offer little information on 
ETS industries or their role in the export market. 


Under the Canadian Government’s Policy Research Initiative, a project entitled 
Education and Training Services Industry Data was approved in June 1999, to 
address these data gaps over a four-year period. 


| Planned activities: 
| Specific plans for the next two years are still being discussed with interested 


| departments (Industry Canada, Department of Foreign Affairs, and 


Activities in support of Global Challenges and Opportunities information needs 


The projects which fall under this heading are of a more global nature and thus are not 
readily classifiable in any of the preceding headings: 


e International Merchandise Trade Data Reconciliation and Improvement 


Two factors in the development of Canada’s trade policy that require better 
understanding are reconciliations with major trading partners and characteristics 
of our exporting community. Mutually agreed trade data are a prerequisite for 
trade negotiations. This project will consist of reconciling, with Canada’s major 
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trading partners, the bilateral trade flows on an annual basis. In addition, a 
population of exporters will be developed and maintained over time. This will 
allow analysis, over time, of our exporters in terms of who they are, what they 
export and where. Such information is a key component to monitor and focus 
trade promotion activities. 


Planned activities: 
| Work will focus on: 
| > Developing a statistical methodology to quantify the magnitude and nature 
| of data discrepancies and to be used to reconcile official trade numbers 


| > Modernizing the current electronic export reporting system to make it easier 
| for exporters to report online 
| > Developing special reporting arrangements with exporters 
> Working with Canada Customs and Revenue Agency to implement recently 
legislated penalties for non-reporting. 


2. The Development of the Health Roadmap Initiative 


The Health Roadmap Initiative is a collaborative effort among the Canadian Institute for 

Health Information, Statistics Canada, Health Canada, and a number of groups within the 
health community. The outcome of this initiative aims to: 

provide much better information on major current and emerging health issues 

address problems of fragmented or incomplete data 

improve the analysis of health information being captured 

more broadly disseminate health information to realize its potential for improving the 
health of Canadians and their health care system. 


VVVV 


This initiative involves establishing new databases or expanding existing information to 
better understand emerging issues in health care. The initiative, through its various 
projects, will also result in better data, technical standards for gathering information and 
ensuring privacy, and a series of broad indicators on health and its determinants for the 
use of both the general public and managers in the health system. 


Projects include: 

> expanding the set of health-related indicators to meet the needs of the First Ministers’ 
Health Accord of September 2000 

> launching the Canadian Community Health Survey to provide cross-sectional 
estimates of health determinants, risk factors, health status and health system 
utilization not only at the national and provincial levels, but also for sub-provincial 
community health regions across Canada 

> developing person-oriented data sets to integrate health care data with information on 
health status and the outcomes of medical treatment 

> enhancing the Canadian Cancer Registry to accept additional data (diagnostic detail, 
particularly staging, medical, surgical and therapeutic interventions, as well as 
associated costs and outcomes) to support analysis of survival 
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> further developing Vital Statistics to improve the accuracy, timeliness and quality of 
the data and enhance the capability to use birth and mortality data in the development 
of health outcome information 

> developing a time-series to describe important health-related measures by age, sex 
and geography, by category (non-medical determinants of health; health status, health 
system usage; demographic characteristics; and economic characteristics). 


3. Research Data Centres for Social Statistics 


The Canadian Initiative on Social Statistics (CISS) is a co-operative project of the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council of Canada (SSHRC) and Statistics Canada. 


Statistics Canada possesses comprehensive data sets providing the country with an 
excellent statistical base of information on critical social and socio-economic issues. 
These include, among others, an exploration of factors that determine child development; 
survey results that shed light on accumulating pension rights of Canadians; effects of 
competitive business practices on employees; factors that determine the health of 
Canadians; and the incidence of crime and its impact on victims and society. 


The three key objectives of this project are to: 

> promote research and training that make extensive use of social statistics 

> facilitate access to Statistics Canada’s detailed microdata (but where confidentiality 
will be maintained in accord with the Statistics Act) through the implementation of 
data centres across Canada 

> maximize research and public policy interface. 


Nine university-based data centres, in effect, extensions of Statistics Canada that operate 
under its strict security provisions, and managed by STC employees, have been opened. 
Researchers using the data have to apply to the SSHRC-led committee that includes a 
representative from Statistics Canada. If approved, the researcher is sworn in under the 
Statistics Act and can then access the data with the same security provisions established 
for the Agency's own employees. Any aggregate data physically removed from secure 
areas are carefully screened to ensure confidentiality. Over 70 research projects are 
currently being conducted. 


The researchers will write reports based on the results of the research. The reports are 
subject to Statistics Canada's rigorous peer and institutional reviews. This fosters the use 
of Canadian data in current research initiatives and thus contributes to a better 
understanding of factors at play in emerging socio-economic dynamics. The first results 
from the research projects are anticipated by the end of March 2002.

C. Information Quality 


Initiatives are taken each year, in order to address areas identified as being at risk or not 
up to acceptable standards, to ensure that information provided to governments, 
businesses, researchers, interested clients and users, and the general public remains 


objective, reliable, timely, complete, and accurate. Areas identified for attention this year 
include: 


I. Improving Timeliness of Business Survey Outputs 


A detailed review of annual business survey processes, seeking to improve the timeliness 
of data to meet a target release of no more than 15 months after the end of the calendar 
reference year, led to the setting of targets for all annual business surveys not now 
meeting this requirement. A timeliness-working group will monitor plans, and progress, 
to achieve this. Speeding up collection and simplifying editing processes are key to 
improving timeliness. This work will be a major challenge for all involved in producing 
these surveys, and their statistical outputs, to ensure these targets are met. 


2 Program Renewals in Several Key Areas 


During the period of budget cutbacks, the systems of many key series had not been 
renewed, as they should be periodically. The following areas have been identified as 
requiring investments: 


e A strategic plan has been developed for the Consumer Price Index (CPI), and work on 
the systems, as well as improvements to the methodology, has begun and will 
continue for the next three years 

e system redesign for the Corporations Returns Act is a two-year project which started 
this year 

e the Monthly Wholesale and Retail Trade Survey redesign will enter its third year and 
work is proceeding towards a parallel run in 2003-04 

e in the area of Transportation, work continues to modernize key survey programs 
(trucking and bus). In the Aviation Statistics Program consolidation, deregulation 
and privatization forces have affected the survey gathering process. The tragic events 
of September 11 will further complicate the picture as the Airline Industry faces 
unprecedented survival pressures. The Agency will continue to work very closely 
with Transport Canada, and the industries involved to refurbish its transportation 
statistics to better reflect the rapidly changing challenges of these industries. 
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3. Coherence of Data 


Coherence is a dimension of data quality that is addressed through the common 
conceptual frameworks, common variables and classifications, and common methods and 
processes. 


Expanding the policy on Standards is an important objective, and additional work is 
planned this year. The Integrated Meta Database (IMDB) can be used as a tool for 
evaluating the extent to which standard definitions are used in statistical programs, for 
identifying opportunities for further harmonization, and for promoting the use of 
departmental standards. Additional work, using the IMDB, is planned to expand the 
coverage of standards in subject matter areas not covered by departmental standards. 


Further work is planned on industrial classifications for greater convergence of the North 
American Industrial Classification Standard and la Nomenclature statistique des activités 
économiques dans la Communauté Européenne. 


4. Changing Structure of Business Organizations 

Business organizations’ structures are changing rapidly, influenced by globalized 
markets, increased foreign ownership of Canadian enterprises, and increased industrial 
concentration, deregulation, and privatization. These events have prompted Statistics 
Canada to look at, and question, the adequacy of its concepts and approaches underlying 
business statistics to ensure they are still appropriate to use for data gathering, processing, 
and analysis. A concepts committee is at work to review and confirm concepts and 
operational practices for multinational businesses in order to get a better appreciation of 
the size and nature of this problem. This is challenging, leading edge work and its 
results, and implications, will be important to the Agency’s understanding of 
multinational businesses and its structuring of data on them. 
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D. The maintenance of a national statistical knowledge infrastructure 


Statistics Canada must continually strive to ensure that the information it produces is 
timely, accurate and of high quality. Of equal importance is the need to ensure that the 
means by which Canadians communicate with the Agency are as practical and user 
friendly as possible. The Agency will continue to undertake initiatives aimed at 
controlling the burden it places on respondents, by exploring new ways of making use of 
information holdings, and by developing and testing modern methods and technologies to 
alleviate burdensome reporting. The Agency actively participates in “Results for 
Canadians”, a government initiative that seeks to attain the same goals. The following 
summarizes some of the Agency’s plans in this area over the next three years. 


I. Controlling Response Burden 


Statistics Canada is very conscious of the significant time and effort required by its 
survey respondents. The following initiatives are examples of the Agency’s continued 
efforts to control the burden it places on respondents using alternative means of data 
collection. 


e The development of the Unified Enterprise Survey 
Statistics Canada has redesigned its entire framework for conducting business 


surveys. To avoid duplication of survey activities, most annual business surveys have 
been integrated into a single master survey program called the Unified Enterprise 
Survey (UES). Moreover, the UES now collects financial and commodity detail at 
the provincial level for more industries than was previously possible while avoiding 
overlap between different survey questionnaires. Some 800,000 small businesses 
have been excluded from survey sample selection and their information estimated 
using tax data from the Canada Customs and Revenue Agency. 


In the area of response burden, the Agency will continue to monitor and limit the 
amount of survey burden it places on businesses, especially smaller businesses, to 
make it as simple, flexible and low-cost as possible for businesses to provide the 
information required. The successful process started last year of pre-contacting 
smaller businesses new to the UES will continue. This pre-contact process introduces 
the business to the UES, confirms that the business has been identified properly and 
should indeed be receiving a survey, and ensures that the most appropriate person in 
each business will receive the survey. The process is designed to eliminate confusion 
and to answer questions businesses may have about the survey. In addition, a review 
process is being established for new and redesigned business surveys to ensure 
compliance with response burden management principles. | 
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The UES for reference year 2002 will begin phasing in a number of improvements 
designed to reduce respondent burden. The questionnaire content for selected surveys 
will be greatly reduced by eliminating questions that have proved difficult for 
businesses to answer. Instruction guides will also be introduced to better inform 
respondents on data requirements and facilitate their provision of accurate data. And 
the mail out of questionnaires will be advanced to better coincide with fiscal year-end 
cycles of businesses. The latter activity will be beneficial to businesses which in the 
past may have lost familiarity with their previous year financial records by the time 
survey forms arrived. 


Based on a usage analysis and respondent feedback, the previous electronic data 
reporting (EDR) module for the UES was discontinued with due notification to 
existing users of the service. Efforts have instead been channeled into working on a 
broader-based EDR solution associated with the Government-On-Line initiative. The 
Agency will continue in its efforts to consult with business respondents and their 
trade associations on measures to lighten the reporting burden. 


e The development of new administrative data 


Another way to ease response burden is to use administrative data that have already 
been compiled from other sources. Often, these data come from other federal 
agencies or departments, or other levels of government, who gather the information 
for their own program requirements. 


Statistics Canada will continue to aggressively pursue the use of administrative files 
as a replacement for survey data and be proactive in establishing agreements to share 
both types of data (administrative and survey) to reduce the need to conduct more 
surveys. Some sources, such as the T1 and T2 tax returns for unincorporated and 
incorporated businesses respectively, the Goods and Services Tax (GST) file and the 
payroll tax deduction system have been identified, analysed and integrated at various 
degrees into the statistical system. These sources are compatible with Statistics 
Canada surveys and as such can be used to supplement survey data and enable the 
Agency to better comprehend the socio-economic structure of the Canadian society. 
In future years, Statistics Canada will not only continue to integrate these sources and 
many others into its statistical program, but also will search for additional 
administrative sources to fill its information needs. 


2. Results for Canadians/Meeting Client Needs 


Statistics Canada strongly supports the Government’s key initiatives to strengthen 
understanding of and response to citizens’ expectations of departments and their services: 
Government On-Line (GOL); and the Service Improvement Initiative (SII). The Agency 
is well advanced in making its services available through on-line options. The Agency 
also applies long-established practices that support SII’s objectives of improved client 
satisfaction. 
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The Agency’s involvement in and plans for on-line service transformation and client- 
Satisfaction research ensure client needs are effectively addressed. 


e Government On-Line (GOL) 
The transformation of services on-line has been a key strategic-planning focus for 
Statistics Canada for a number of years. The Agency’s strong and varied participation 
in the GOL initiative represents an important contribution to achieving the 
Government’s objectives for GOL and to realigning and improving delivery of 
internal services. 


Many of the benefits of on-line service delivery offers to clients also support the 
Agency in meeting its mandate more effectively and efficiently: 

e increasing access to and use of the Agency’s information 

e information that is more relevant and timely 

e closer relationships with clients and stakeholders. 


Until on-line connectivity is universal, products and services are offered on-line as an 
option, and in addition to traditional formats. 


The development and planning of on-line services focuses on three key client-service 

areas. ) 

> Information Dissemination and Communication: Canadians evaluate the 
relevance of Statistics Canada by the timeliness, relevance and value of the 
information it provides. On-line publishing and dissemination have enabled the 
Agency to make increasingly current information available to more Canadians 
than had ever been possible through traditional channels. Launched in 1995 and 
updated daily, the Agency’s web site content has been increasingly expanded, 
offering e-publications and electronic data, e-commerce services, as well as 
census and survey information. Daily visitors to the site now exceed 20,000 on 
average, representing Canadians from all areas. 


The on-going development of statcan.ca will continue to be driven by client 
research, and the site is expected to include a number of additional innovations 
and upgrades to further improve its effectiveness as the Agency’s primary 
dissemination channel. These plans include offering both additional and more 
diverse information -- including an expanded CANSIM II, the Agency’s central 
data warehouse; mapping-interface services; and the 2001 Census data -- as well 
as technological upgrades to further improve the site’s user-friendliness. 


Statistics Canada’s participation in the e-clusters around which the Government of 
Canada’s site is organized will further expand Canadians’ access to the Agency’s 
information. Statistics Canada is currently the lead department for two e-clusters, 
and plans include making data available in as many as 25 of the 34 e-clusters on 
the Government’s site. 
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While dissemination of Agency information on-line is well advanced in many 
respects, the Internet’s ability to increase the access, relevance and impact of 
Statistics Canada’s holdings will continue to be a key planning focus. 


Collection of Statistical Information: The availability of an on-line reporting 
option for Statistics Canada’s respondents has long been recognized as an 
important and strategic opportunity. Questionnaires for some surveys have been 
available in electronic format since the early 1990s. The Agency’s market research 
indicates respondents’ value electronic data reporting (EDR), seeing it as a faster 
and more convenient reporting process, as well as one eliminating a need for 
sharing private information. 


While EDR also promises advantages for the Agency--potentially contributing to 
timelier and better quality data, as well as improved response rates--, on-line 
options for surveys are at a much earlier stage of development. Transforming 
surveys on-line is and has been a key strategic-planning priority for a number of 
years, and a continuing deliberate and incremental approach is required to ensure 
the Agency's essential credibility is not compromised. 


Statistics Canada administers over 400 surveys, not all of which can be offered 
on-line. The survey methods involved are as diverse as the survey respondents - 
not all of whom have the interest or aptitude to report on-line. Respondent 
relations dictate that traditional reporting formats continue to be offered, and the 
Agency must also ensure that integrating multi-channel responses does not 
compromise data quality. The security and privacy of the on-line reporting 
channel remains a key concern among respondents - and an equally serious 
consideration for the Agency: Statistics Canada has a legislated responsibility to 
protect the privacy and confidentiality of all respondents. 


The Agency plans to continue to expand the number of surveys for which an on- 
line option is provided, and expects to meet client expectations as they emerge. 
Pilot projects introducing an on-line option for different groups of surveys are 
being completed, involving client research to determine respondent readiness and 
satisfaction, assessment of response rates, and evaluation of data quality. 


Over the next three years, it is expected that an on-line option will be made 
available for 50 additional surveys, including such high-profile surveys as the 
Household Spending Survey. It is also planned that the 2006 Census will include 
an on-line option. 


While the Agency is strongly committed to expanding the availability of EDR-- 
among one of its most critical planning priorities--, the need to understand and 
manage effectively variables, which could potentially compromise data quality or 
relations with respondents, will strongly influence the scope and pace of 
transformations undertaken. 
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Statistics Canada’s involvement in the GOL initiative is to expand EDR by 
changing over 11 business surveys to on-line. As part of this initiative, it also will 
provision to help finance the initial development of an Internet site specifically for 
larger businesses for which reporting responsibilities can be demanding. This site 
will streamline the reporting process for these firms, and represents an important 
element of plans to continue improvement of relations with key survey 
respondents. 


> Stakeholder Relationships: Statistics Canada makes extensive use of the on-line 
channel in consulting with a variety of different stakeholders, the majority of 
whom are well-advanced technologically. The Agency plans to continue to 
expand on-line consultations, and expects to be able to fund associated 
investments independent of GOL funding provisions. 


Statistics Canada has invested heavily in transforming services for delivery on- 
line and substantial commitments must continue to be made. Preservation of the 
Agency's key asset -- the quality and reliability of its data and information -- will 
be an overriding consideration in determining the pace at which transformation 
activities proceed. 


Service Improvement Initiative 
The Government of Canada launched the Service Improvement Initiative as part of a 


concerted drive to improve Client and Citizen-Centred Service Delivery. Along with 
other federal organizations, Statistics Canada participated in the research and 
development of the Common Measurement Tool, and continues to fully support this 
initiative. Statistics Canada has a long history and track record of placing priority on 
its client services. Over the years, the Agency has incorporated into its management 
practices many aspects of the Service Improvement Initiative. 


Clients are supported by access to the full range of Statistics Canada’s resources, 
including all published data, expert personnel, and specialty and customized services. 


Key client services include: 


Research 
e Research services identify which data from among all Statistics Canada’s 
holdings are most relevant and valuable in meeting client needs 


Census Consulting 

e Isolating and cross-tabulating such variables as population counts, income, ethnic 
origin, language and education can assist clients in determining key demographic 
profiles, customized on national, regional, or more local geographic levels 
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Integrating Data 

e Combining two or more different data files can highlight the relationship between 
them within a single context, such as common spatial or geographic variables. 
This service can involve integrating one or more Statistics Canada files with 
client-proprietary data; with other public-sector data; or with commercially 
published data available to the Agency. All client projects are treated in strict 
confidence 


Business Geographics 

e Incorporating and illustrating a variety of different variables, thematic mapping 
can profile lower-level geographic areas; overlay key customer data, including 
profiles and locations; and track demographic changes. Thematic mapping (of 
Geographic Information Systems can help in understanding and interpreting the 
meaning of data 


Data Analysis and Interpretation 

e Working with Agency methodologists and other specialists, Statistics Canada’s 
staff will assist clients in understanding the meaning and significance of data, 
including determining context, causal factors, key findings, and relationships and 
trends suggested by the data. These analyses can involve standard statistical 
techniques, as well as basic statistical modeling. Staff will also assist clients in 
identifying additional information or services to support their unique decision- 
making requirements : 


Forecasts and Projections 

e Statistics Canada’s mandate includes publishing forecasts of Agency demographic 
data. Staff will arrange the preparation of projections of other data, based on 
assumptions provided by clients and on the understanding these forecasts are not 
published as Statistics Canada projections 


Special Services 

e Statistics Canada offers courses to assist clients in defining information needs; 
planning, organizing, and conducting field surveys; designing questionnaires; 
sampling and estimating procedures; assessing data quality; analysing data; 
evaluating findings; and in interpreting and presenting results. As well, staff will 
organize seminars for clients on a variety of topics, including using and 
understanding Statistics Canada data, statistical methodologies, and techniques for 
sampling and analysis. Special conferences are also held for the benefit of clients 
on topics of current interest; past examples include Professional Women: 
Cultivating Their Future and The First Nations Community. 


The Agency continuously assesses the relevance of its published information and 
conducts market research on individual products and services. Recently, an extensive 
client consultation on Census dissemination was conducted with representatives from 
the various levels of government, libraries, academia, private sector, non-government 
associations as well as licensed data distributors of Statistics Canada. Following a 
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thorough analysis of their feedback, changes to the 2001 Census products and services 
line (both content and delivery) will be made, to maximize clients’ satisfaction levels. 


A large, and growing, number of market research studies and market tests have been 

undertaken by Statistics Canada to better understand the needs of information users 

and the dynamics of stakeholder relationships. These include: 

e astudy of the impact of conversion of print publications to the Internet on clients 

e astudy on anew electronic publishing format 

e auser evaluation of E-STAT, a product developed for use in secondary schools 

e development of a Business Page to integrate Statistics Canada’s business 
information and make navigation easier for web clients 

e a study on the factors affecting response to surveys. 


Statistics Canada’s Web site has emerged as critically important in enabling the 
Agency to achieve its public access objectives, as well as in delivering commercial 
services. The evolution of the site and its strong public profile owes much to a 
number of market research projects in which user comments on site design, and 
content and tools available to visitors was solicited and measured. This research 
includes detailed web surveys conducted in 1997, 1999, 2000, and 2001; these also 
measured visitors’ level of satisfaction with the site. 


Market research will continue as service opportunities develop and expand. 
Moreover, the use of market research is not restricted to web application; various key 
products and client sectors have been studied in efforts to further enhance the 
Agency’s performance. 


In light of the growing importance and profile being given to the improvement of 
services to Canadians, the Agency will continue to refine its current practices in the 
spirit of client-centred service delivery, and will continue to pay attention to the 
common measurement tool for future research on web satisfaction. 
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SECTION V: ORGANIZATION 


4.1 Organizational Structure and Relationships 


The Minister of Industry is the Minister responsible to Parliament for Statistics Canada. 
The Agency is headed by the Chief Statistician of Canada who is supported by seven 
Assistant Chief Statisticians (ACSs): four are responsible for program areas; and three for 
technical and management operations in support of the operational programs. 


4.2 Matrix Structure 


The Agency has, by design, moved to an organization/program activity matrix structure 
to govern the way it plans its operations, and allocates and manages its resources. 


This matrix structure has enabled Statistics Canada to regroup its infrastructure functions 
to achieve efficiencies, to increase flexibility, and to maintain centres of technical 
expertise. These characteristics are vital to sustain its ability to meet new challenges and 
safeguard its relevance as a Statistical agency in serving the needs of those it serves. 


The Agency also uses ad-hoc project teams to solve technical or program challenges 
creatively. These project teams are multi-disciplinary and cut across functional and 
organizational lines. A prerequisite for the setting up of these teams is a flexible 
organizational structure, where management operates on a horizontal plane, as well as on 
a traditional vertical one. Matrix management provides this kind of flexibility. 


The matrix approach ensures everyone, including managers, maintains their relevance by 
using “knowledge authority” rather than “hierarchical authority” to get things done. One 
benefit is that “knowledge authority” can flow upwards and sideways through the 
organization, as well as downwards. 
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Another feature of Statistics Canada’s management style and structure is decision-making 
is delegated to the lowest appropriate level. This means functional and program 
managers, in addition to their program duties, are also responsible for financial control 
and human resources. 


Statistics Canada’s corporate planning system reinforces these roles. Managers can 
provide input into the priorities and strategies for the Agency, because the corporate 
planning system, by design, starts at the bottom of the organization and works its way up 
to the Corporate Planning Committee and senior management. 


The Agency’s unique organizational and managerial structure requires administrative and 
management information systems specifically designed to provide financial information 
on its statistical programs and their operational activities, and on its functional 
organizational structure and units.

Bilateral Relationships with Key Federal Departments 

Statistics Canada maintains, on a continuing basis, a close bilateral relationship with key 
federal departments and agencies, including Industry, Health, Human Resources 
Development, Environment, Agriculture and Agri-Food, Transport, the Canadian 
Transportation Agency, Canada Customs and Revenue Agency, Indian and Northern 
Affairs, Heritage, Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation, Citizenship and 
Immigration and Justice. These bilateral relationships foster an awareness of each 
department’s needs and their information priorities. 


Federal-Provincial-Territorial Consultative Council on Statistical Policy (and its 
subcommittees) 

This Council and its subcommittees comprise a network of 13 provincial/territorial 
official representatives, who collaborate with Statistics Canada to determine data 
requirements, consult on current statistical activities and coordinate the dissemination of 
Statistics Canada products to provincial and territorial governments. 


In the last instance, three special initiatives in the areas of health, education and justice 
statistics warrant mention. 


Health: Statistics Canada priorities are developed with the assistance of the 
Board of Directors of the Canadian Institute for Health Information. The Board 
comprises senior federal, provincial and private sector representatives including 
the Chief Statistician. 


Education: the Canadian Education Statistics Council is a joint creation of 
Statistics Canada and the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada. The 
Council, comprising the Chief Statistician and Provincial/Territorial Deputy

Ministers of Education, advises the Chief Statistician on the Education Statistics 
Program at Statistics Canada. 


Justice: The Justice Information Council comprises federal and provincial Deputy 
Ministers responsible for justice policies and programs and the Chief Statistician, 
and provides advice to the Chief Statistician on the Justice Statistics Program at 
the Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics within Statistics Canada. 


In addition to these consultation mechanisms, the Agency conducts special program 
reviews (featuring focus groups or special consultations during program re-designs) to 
monitor the continued relevance of its products and to enhance its understanding of client 
needs.

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Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 
& 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are tabled in the spring and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons pursuant to Standing 
Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration 
Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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1.0 Introduction 


1.1 Message from the Secretary of State (Status of Women) 


In my responsibilities as Secretary of State (Status of Women), I am pleased to present the Status 
of Women Canada Report on Plans and Priorities for the 2002-2003 Estimates. 


Now more than ever, we have a renewed sense that ours is indeed a global village, as Marshall 
McLuhan observed 40 years ago. With globalization comes a greater need for international co- 
operation. We must continue to look closely at the issue of globalization, and the different effects 
it has on women and men. We must ensure that women have equal opportunities to be full 
economic participants in the life of their nation. While the global village presents us with great 
challenges, it also presents us with infinite opportunities. In our global village, we can learn from 
one another, inspire one another and work together toward a greater good than ever before. 


In our increasing role within the global community, we must remind ourselves that Canada can 
successfully meet the challenges head-on only if we are a truly inclusive society. Building a more 
inclusive society was the major theme of the Speech from the Throne, which opened this session 
of Parliament. For Status of Women Canada, which marked its 25" anniversary last year, that 
pledge represents a renewal of our long-standing commitment to do all we can to ensure that 
every Canadian, regardless of gender, has the opportunity to participate fully in the social, 
economic, cultural and political life of this country. 


Throughout its history, Status of Women Canada has acted as a catalyst for positive, gender- 
based change within the federal government. When creating legislation, policies and programs 
that benefit all Canadians, governments must take into account the fact that gender and diversity 
are strengths. We must work to make all Canadians truly part of the mainstream. 


However, Status of Women Canada cannot do it alone. 


In the pages of this Report, you will see many references to partnerships. Building partnerships 
will continue to be a major focus for us in coming year. We will continue to collaborate with 
other departments, other levels of government, the private sector, and national and international 
non-governmental organizations on a range of challenges. These partnerships will enable us to 
develop the Agenda for Gender Equality in line with the Government of Canada’s program, as 
outlined in the Speech from the Throne. 


We will also be helping to focus the debate on such issues as violence against women, 


particularly the illegal international trafficking in women and children, which is a relatively new 
and very distressing phenomenon. 
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There are far too many women living below the poverty line. As a result, they are less able to 
take advantage of the opportunities of living and working in Canada. Many of them are 
struggling to care for themselves and their families. Many of them are elderly women, living 
alone on low and fixed incomes. Many of them are Aboriginal women in need of support and 
assistance. We must build on our progress in addressing the realities of women’s lives by 
continuing to work toward a fairer society based on dignity and equality for all people. 


Today, more women are working in part-time, contract and term jobs, and many are opening 
businesses of their own. That reflects the changing world of work — a world in which women 
are increasingly active in the paid labour force, yet in most cases, still carry the bulk of 
dependent care, child-rearing and other household duties. Examining this new reality and 
recommending changes to ensure that women are not left behind continue to be priorities of 
Status of Women Canada’s work. 


Status of Women Canada will continue to be a catalyst for change, sharing its expertise, its 
knowledge, and its sources of research and information with all those who are striving to make a 
difference in the lives of women here in Canada and around the world. 


While the quality of life for Canadian women has improved, we must continue to be vigilant in 
areas that require effective government responses. We have the energy, the commitment and the 
resolve to continue to respond to ongoing and new issues. Our approach will continue to be 
forthright, engaging Canadians in the process of positive change, and working in co-operation 
with our partners in meeting the challenges ahead. I have great confidence that our unending 
efforts will continue to create a free and equal society for all Canadians, women and men alike.

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2.0 Raison d’étre 


2.1 Legal Mandate 


Status of Women Canada was established by the Government of Canada in 1976 to “co-ordinate 


policy with respect to the Status of Women and administer related programs.” (Order in Council 
1976-779) 


Status of Women Canada’s mandate is further strengthened by the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms (the Charter), as well as Canada’s commitments to implement the United Nations 
Platform for Action (Beijing, 1995), and its adherence to the Convention on the Elimination of all 
Forms of Discrimination Against Women. 


PL O4 Vision 


Our vision is to play a key role in fulfilling the Government of Canada’s commitment to building 
a society that is inclusive and respectful of all Canadians, by promoting gender equality, and the 
inclusion and participation of the full diversity of women and girls in Canada. 


Canada’s approach to advancing gender equality is based on the recognition that gender is a 
factor in our social, economic, cultural and political systems — and that women’s unequal status 
has its genesis in and is perpetuated by systemic causes. The concept of gender equality 
recognizes that treating women and men identically will not ensure equality in outcomes because 
women and men experience different social relations and living situations. It also recognizes that 
women’s inequality is further compounded by factors such as, ethnicity, race, socio-economic, 
refugee, immigrant and indigenous status, age, disability, language, religion, sexual orientation 
and income.

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2.4 Strategic Roles 


Although Status of Women Canada’s size relative to other federal departments is small, its 
mandate is vast and far reaching. Given the range of issues that have an impact on gender 
equality and the number of federal departments and other key stakeholders concerned with these 
issues, Status of Women Canada has three complementary roles: 


¢ Knowledge Broker on Gender Equality — Status of Women Canada facilitates interaction 
and information sharing among stakeholders and plays a key role in identifying opportunities 
for timely and effective input into the federal policy development process. 


¢ Portal for Information — Status of Women Canada serves as a gateway for information on 
gender equality within the federal government and for communities across the country. We 
connect people with needs to those who have solutions. 

e Centre of Expertise — Status of Women Canada seeks to proactively promote best practices, 
and shares knowledge and frameworks with stakeholders and partners, to assist them in their 


own efforts to advance gender equality in their own programs and policies. 


The department is a well positioned agent of change within the Government of Canada. 
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3.0 Environmental Context 


Over the last four decades, there have been gains in women’s participation in the political, 
economic, cultural and social life of Canada. Yet, a number of challenges remain. 


Canada’s shifting demographic landscape, global migration, an aging population, increasing 
trade liberalization and rapid technological advances have different implications for women and 
men. 


Status of Women Canada is responding to the impact of these changes on the domestic policy 
making process, while maintaining and building on the gains already made in advancing gender 
equality. Status of Women Canada has a forward-looking agenda that is grounded in the 
government’s overall objectives as well as Canada’s international commitments to gender 
equality. 


3.1 Trends 
3.1.1 Population 


Over the next decade, Canada’s population is estimated to grow at less than one percent a year 
which is lower than the rate experienced between 1970 and 1990. Declining population growth 
rates over the past few decades, are primarily due to a decrease in birth rates associated with a 
marked rise in the participation of women in the paid labour force. Low birth rates, combined 
with a longer life expectancy have led to the “aging” of Canada’s population. On the other hand, 
the Aboriginal population is the fastest growing and youngest in Canada. 


Immigration has been a traditional source of population growth, and since the 1960s, the source 
of immigration has enriched the diversity of Canada. A rising number of immigrants now come 
from non-European countries such as Asia, Latin America, Caribbean and Africa. 


Another change in the population landscape is the increasing diversity of family structures. The 
proportion of dual-earner families, childless families and lone-parent families has grown 
considerably, with the vast majority of lone-parent families being headed by women. 


3.1.2 Canadian Economy in an Innovative and Competitive Global Market 


New information technologies and robotics have increased productivity. Competition in the 
international marketplace has become more intense as trade and investment barriers are being 
reduced and eliminated. Canada, along with most industrialized countries, has taken measures to 
smooth its transition to a knowledge-based economy and is working to make it more open in 
order to ensure that no one 1s left behind. 
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3.1.3 Changing World of Work 


There has been a shift away from traditional full-time jobs with regular working hours, to more 
flexible, insecure non-standard work arrangements. This includes a significant rise in part-time, 
short-term and contract work and a growth in self-employment. Home-based work is becoming 
more prevalent, largely as a result of advances in communications technology. 


Overall, there has been a polarization between “good jobs” and “bad jobs” in terms of skills, 
benefits and incomes. Women have traditionally held a disproportionate number of “bad jobs’, 
particularly in the service sector. Polarization has also occurred between the employed and the 
unemployed, with youth having suffered the most because of fewer “good” job opportunities. 


A constant variable is unpaid work (such as dependent care, food preparation and other 
household work) that is essential in all societies, which is primarily performed by women. 
Women’s unpaid work interferes with their participation in the paid labour force in ways that 
restrict their choices much more than men’s, and leaving many women at an economic 
disadvantage. For example, a number of women work part-time to take care of children, earn less 
and contribute less to pensions because of a lack of financial resources. 


3.1.4 Governance under Renewal 


In addition to increasing globalization and technological change strategies to eliminate the 
deficit, including privatization, devolution and deregulation, have changed the role and 
relationship of different levels of governments in the economy and society. For example, the 
Government of Canada is also exploring various governance structures with First Nations 
communities that will allow First Nations to direct and manage their own affairs. 


3.2 Current Status of Women 


The poverty rate for women is estimated at 18.2 percent, compared to 14.3 percent for men. The 
difference can be attributed to the high poverty rates for unattached women, particularly single 
mothers with children under18 years of age. It is also estimated that women working full-time 
earn only 73 cents for every dollar earned by their male counterparts. 


Demographic variables, life cycles, ethno-cultural heritage and other characteristics have 
interacted in complex ways. These often have more negative consequences for women in older 
age groups, women who head lone-parent families, immigrant and visible minority women, 
women with disabilities and Aboriginal women. 


Poverty rates and wage gaps are among the indicators of the differing economic outcomes for 
women and men. Gender-based income gaps stem from women’s predominance in low-paying 
occupations, particularly in the service sector, and in non-standard, insecure types of work 
arrangements (e.g., contract, part-time and temporary work), as well as a lack of access to capital 
for women entrepreneurs. Inequalities experienced in the paid labour force and in the non-market 
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economy persist in retirement years. Low earnings during their working years mean lower 
pension benefits for senior women. 


Women who withdraw from the paid labour force to bear and raise children or care for 
dependants, even for short periods of time, experience long-term economic consequences on 
their pensions. Gaps between women and men in education, training and employment, as well as 
wage discrimination, also underlie inequalities in the paid labour market. Women tend to be in 
fields that command low returns and are under-represented in science and technology which are 
high paying growth sectors in a growing knowledge-based economy. 


Women’s lack of economic autonomy sometimes leaves them vulnerable to violence, 
exploitation and sexual abuse. Due to a lack of economic choices, women often stay in abusive 
relationships. In turn, the insecurity and lack of self-esteem that this generates keeps women 
from asserting their rights and taking their rightful place in society. The abuse of women and 
children also has economic costs, in the form of lost productivity and financial expenditures 
associated with social, medical, legal and police services. 


Wage and earnings gaps, low occupational status, poverty, inadequate child care system, poor 
housing and violence against women are all factors that affect women’s health and the health of 
their children. 


3.3. Other Challenges and Opportunities 


In the wake of the events of September 11, 2001, the government has taken significant steps to 
heighten its security agenda. While action towards this agenda has already begun, there is a need 
for government to demonstrate its continued commitment to people and Canadian values. 


Such values as peace, order and good government provide the foundation for social cohesion and 
articulate our commitment to democracy and the rule of law. Gender equality, multiculturalism, 
employment equity and Canada’s official languages policy have been built on this foundation. 


In these times of change and uncertainty, our commitment to these foundations can appear 
fragile — leaving particular segments of the population feeling threatened and left behind. Status 
of Women Canada continue to work in partnership with other federal departments, other levels of 
government, as well as with the private and non-governmental sectors to create an environment 
of inclusion. 
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4.0 Strategic Outcomes for Canadians 


Within its overall mandate and mission, Status of Women Canada will continue to focus its 
efforts on the development of equitable public policies. This can only be achieved through 
cooperative actions with key stakeholders. A chart providing additional information on each 
strategic outcome and planned spending is available in Annex A. 


4.1 Strengthened and More Equitable Policy 


Status of Women Canada will continue to work horizontally across the federal government as 
well as other levels of government to influence the development of policies, research, programs 
and services that take into account the implications for women, and that reflect the diversity of 
women’s perspectives and the realities of their lives. 


4.1.1 The Agenda for Gender Equality 


Status of Women Canada’s main strategy is to lead the development of the Agenda for Gender 
Equality. The Agenda for Gender Equality will provide a framework for government to ensure 
that current and new policy and program initiatives at the federal level are ““engendered’’, that is 
to say that the realities of both women and men are visibly reflected in their development through 
the use of gender-based analysis. Results achieved in the selected areas will contribute 
substantially to redressing inequities, expanding opportunities, addressing issues of exclusion 
and discrimination, and to measurably improve the quality of life of Canadian women and men. 
To assist in the development of the Agenda for Gender Equality increased financial support has 
been provided to Status of Women Canada to: 


¢ Accelerate the implementation of gender-based analysis; 

¢ Provide funding to women’s and other equality seeking organizations. This will enhance the 
department’s ability to collaborate with a broader cross-section of groups working to address 
new and emerging challenges to the advancement to gender equality; 

¢ Engage Canadians in the public policy process in a sustained and structured manner to ensure 
women’s experience and perspective are included in current discussions on the public policy 
agenda as well as planning for the future; 

¢ Continue to meet Canada’s international commitments and sustain Canada’s status as a global 
leader. 


4.1.2 Priority Areas 
Status of Women Canada’s priority areas support its overall mission and the government of 
Canada’s commitment to promote gender equality. They also support the commitments to sharing 


opportunity through safe communities, creating opportunity and sharing our sense of citizenship 
made in the Speech from the Throne. 
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° Women’s Economic Autonomy 
While women’s share of earnings and total income has been gradually increasing, the 
gaps are still large. However, a rising number of women are in non-standard work 
arrangements (e.g., part-time workers, temporary employees, multiple job holders, and 
those who are self-employed). These arrangements are frequently low paying, with little 
or no access to benefits. This is further compounded by the higher amounts of unpaid 
work that women are often obliged to undertake. 


° Violence against Women 
Violence against women and girls remains a major impediment to achieving gender 
equality. In many cases, women’s unequal status renders them more vulnerable to 
violence. The fear of violence, in turn, restricts their choices and their ability to 
participate fully and freely in society 


° Women’s Human Rights 
Factors such as, ethnicity, race, socio-economic, refugee, immigrant and indigenous 
status, age, disability, language, religion, sexual orientation and income, influence 
women’s opportunities to participate fully in the economic, social, political and cultural 
life of their country. 


4.1.3 Key Issues 


Given the scope of these priority areas, Status of Women Canada will be focusing on three key 
issues as its contribution to the development of The Agenda for Gender Equality. These are: 


° Improved Access To Benefits — This is an issue of increasing importance to women’s 
economic security and autonomy with a rising number of women in non-standard and 
self-employed work arrangements. Building on the success of the recent extension of 
parental benefits under the Employment Insurance system, Status of Women Canada will 
continue to work with partners in relevant government departments to enhance women’s 
access to other benefits. 


° Trafficking in Women — The growing new phenomenon of trade in humans is a serious 
issue that has significant gender implications. It is connected to global economic 
integration and increased trade and migration patterns as well as immigration policies, the 
social value of women’s work, prostitution, and the sexual exploitation of children. 
Trafficking in women is both a human rights abuse and a form of violence, and has been 
described as a modern form of slavery. Status of Women Canada will continue to work 
with its federal partners in other government departments to reach comprehensive 
strategies to address this serious issue. 


° Aboriginal Women — While Canada ranks third on the United Nations Human 
Development Index, women of Aboriginal origin would rank well below. According to 
Statistics Canada, Aboriginal women have less formal education than other Canadian 
women, a shorter life expectancy, are less likely to be employed and are more likely to 
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live below the low-income cut-off level. Aboriginal women also face higher than average 
rates of spousal violence. To help Aboriginal women participate more fully in Canadian 
society, Status of Women Canada will continue to work to integrate their realities and 
perspectives into the self governance initiative mentioned earlier in the report. Status of 
Women Canada will also continue to work towards improving other legal structures that 
affect Aboriginal women. 


4.2 A Broader Range of Informed and Effective Stakeholders 


Status of Women Canada’s second strategic outcome addresses the need to continue to enhance 
the capacity and knowledge of key partners and stakeholders so that they can engage in their own 
efforts to advance gender equality. In order to achieve this outcome, Status of Women Canada 
will continue to focus its efforts on two fronts: knowledge building and partnerships. 


4.2.1 Accelerating Knowledge Building 


This strategy involves activities such as conducting and disseminating research, analyzing 
current and emerging issues, and sharing information and data among stakeholders nationally 
and internationally. Efforts to accelerate knowledge building will continue to focus on the three 
priority areas described earlier: improving women’s economic autonomy, eliminating violence 
against women and advancing women’s human rights. 


4.2.2 Fostering Partnerships 


Status of Women Canada will continue to build effective partnerships within and outside 
government as well as with non-governmental organizations domestically and internationally. 


The advancement of gender equality involves all levels of government. Therefore, Status of Women 
Canada cultivates and maintains strategic links with provincial and territorial governments, and 
monitors developments that have an impact on gender equality. The 

Federal/Provincial-Territorial forum for Ministers Responsible for the Status of Women meets 
annually to work collaboratively on violence, economic and health issues from a gender perspective. 


Status of Women Canada has been active for many years in the promotion of gender equality and 
women’s human rights internationally, working in collaboration with other government 
departments, notably the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade and the 
Canadian International Development Agency. Status of Women Canada leads Canada’s 
preparations for the annual meetings of the United Nations Commission on the Status of Women, 
currently serves on the Executive Committee of the InterAmerican Commission of Women 
within the Organization of American States, and participates in the Ad Hoc Group on Gender 
Integration of Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation. Status of Women Canada will also continue 
to play a leading role in the work of other multilateral organizations with respect to gender 
equality such as the Commonwealth, La Francophonie and the Organisation for Economic 
Co-operation and Development. 
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In Canada, women’s and other equality-seeking organizations have played a long-standing role in 
advancing the status of women. Their efforts have included a variety of strategies such as direct 
service delivery, action research, as well as outreach and education on issues relevant to gender 
equality. They have put many issues such as violence and unpaid work on the public agenda, and 
have worked in partnership with government to identify solutions. These organizations have had 
to adjust to budget cuts, devolution, changes in the federal status of women machinery and the 
move to results-based management. These are all part of an evolving environment. As a result of 
their strategies to mobilize women for the Fourth United Nations World Conference on Women 
in Beijing in 1995, as well as the United Nations General Assembly Special Session to review 
the implementation of the Beijing Platform for Action and The World March of Women in 2000, 
Canadian women’s organizations are increasingly making the link between Canada’s 
international commitments and their implementation at the domestic level. 


4.2.3. Globalization and Trade 


Through its partnerships, Status of Women Canada will strive to enhance knowledge and 
facilitate the dissemination of information to influence the development of policy associated with 
globalization and increased international trade. 


These issues have been the focus of policy debates and research within and outside the 
government. Yet there has been little analysis of their differential benefits and effects for women 
and men. 


Women could be central to many of the solutions in this new age of globalization, when states 
don’t make all the rules and all the laws under which their own citizens live. There is a need to 
expand concern for the well-being of people, in all of their diversity in all parts of the globe. This 
sense of responsibility is being called “the ethic of care” and is being shaped mainly by women 
from their roles as workers, consumers, entrepreneurs, caregivers and citizens. 


Challenges include: 


¢ The competitive disadvantage of women who have lower incomes and less access to 
resources (e.g., training, technology and credit) to benefit from trade; 

¢ The fact that women’s non-market activities are not taken into account in the market-oriented 
context of trade and investment liberalization; 

¢ The constraints on women’s job opportunities (e.g., mobility) stemming from occupational 
segregation and dependant care responsibilities; and 

¢ The potential impact of international trade agreements on Canada’s social infrastructure.

5.0 Organization 


This section provides an overview of how Status of Women Canada is organized and presents 
information on its resources allocation. 


Sh Program Delivery Responsibilities 


The Co-ordinator of Status of Women Canada heads the department, reports legally to the 
Minister responsible for the Status of Women, and reports on an ongoing basis to the Secretary of 
State (Status of Women). 


The Executive and Information Services Directorate is responsible for corporate planning, 
evaluation and reporting, co-ordination services and executive support to the Co-ordinator and 
the Secretary of State (Status of Women) including ministerial services. It also provides 
translation services and information management services including records management, 
distribution and library services, which support all aspects of the department’s work. 


The Policy Analysis, Development and External Relations Directorate reviews and conducts 
gender analysis of existing and proposed federal government policies, legislation, programs and 
initiatives. It develops recommendations and strategies, and works in cooperation with other 
federal departments to promote gender equality. It undertakes developmental activities to address 
policy gaps on issues of concern to women. It also collaborates with various stakeholders 
including, provincial and territorial governments, civil society and NGOs, international 
organizations and other governments on policy-related activities. 


The Communications and Consultations Directorate informs the general public including 
women’s organizations of federal priorities and programs relating to Status of Women Canada. 
This Directorate is the focal point for external communications and for consultation advice and 
planning. It undertakes the preparation of speeches and conducts media relations. It also carries 
out media analysis, responds to queries from the public, produces publications and promotional 
materials and provides communications advice. 


The Gender-Based Analysis Directorate assists other federal departments and agencies to set-up 
their own processes to ensure that gender-based analysis is incorporated into all of their policy 
and program development activities. 


The Women’s Program and Regional Operations Directorate manages the implementation of 
the Women’s Program which provides financial and technical assistance to women’s and other 
voluntary organizations at the community, regional and national levels to advance equality for 
women. Through the Regional Operations component, the directorate is also responsible for 
ensuring the regional implementation of the department’s mandate. Regional operations consists 
of 35 staff located in 15 points of service across the country which provides Status of Women 
Canada with a direct link to communities and stakeholders. 
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The Research Directorate is responsible for implementing and administering the Policy 
Research Fund, which funds independent forward-thinking policy research on emerging and 
gender equality issues. This Directorate also provides research-related input into policy analysis 
and development related to gender equality, provides information to women’s groups, 
researchers and other constituents on ongoing and recent research, and collaborates with federal 
departments as well as domestic and international research organizations on policy research 
initiatives and projects. 


The Corporate Services Directorate (previously Resource Management Directorate) ensures 
statutory accountability and delivers such services as financial and human resources 
management, informatics and telecommunications, security, asset and material management and 
contract administration.

mee Departmental Effectiveness 


Improving its overall effectiveness continues to be an important strategic outcome. It entails 
increasing the organization’s ability to achieve significant results and strategically focusing its 
resources. Improving internal operations and human resources management practices will 
involve actions on several fronts such as: 


¢ implementing and operationalizing Status of Women Canada’s strategic plan and finalizing a 
corporate evaluation framework; 

* continuing to address recommendations raised in the internal Task Force report in response to 
the Public Service Employee Survey; 

* continuing to implement the IM/IT infrastructure in the context of the Government-On-Line 
initiative; 

* continuing to develop and implement our intranet capability; 

* continuing the implementation of the Modern Comptrollership and Government On-Line 
initiatives; and 

e implementing service standards in selected areas. 


Improving departmental effectiveness also signifies continuing to strive for a fair, supportive and 
family-friendly workplace and working towards the development of a highly skilled and 
motivated workforce. Status of Women Canada is working to provide employees with greater 
access to information and continued participation in our planning and evaluation processes. 


In the last year, a policy and procedures manual has been developed to provide greater 
consistency in the delivery of the Women’s Program. This manual reflects Treasury Board’s 
principles on due diligence and meets the requirement for increased public accountability by 
incorporating policies related to Grants and Contributions into the program delivery process. An 
internal audit of The Women’s Program was conducted by Consulting and Audit Canada in 2002. 
The department is reviewing the draft report and will develop an action plan to respond to the 
recommendations. 


In 2002-2003, the Women’s Program will further develop and implement its performance 
measurement strategy and will begin the preparations for an up-coming evaluation as per the 
Program’s commitment to undertake a program evaluation once every five years. 


In the last fiscal year Status of Women Canada’s Research Directorate undertook the first 

five-year evaluation of Policy Research Fund. The report will be submitted by March 31, 2002. The 
results of the evaluation will be reviewed and an action plan will be developed in consultation with 
the External committee in the coming fiscal year to respond to the recommendations. 


Finally, Status of Women Canada is committed to the implementation of the government wide 
initiative of modern comptrollership. This initiative is a management reform based on Public 
Service values, sound risk management, integrated performance information and appropriate 
control systems. Status of Women Canada is undertaking a capacity assessment as a first step in 
this initiative and will develop an action plan to respond to the recommendations.
